CHARLES ROSNER 
THE ART OF THE BOOK. II. 


STANLEY Morison defines typography as the craft of rightly disposing 
material in accordance with specific purpose; of so arranging the letters, 
distributing the space and controlling the type as to aid to the maximum 
the reader’s comprehension of the text. In his words, typography is the 
efficient means to an essentially utilitarian and only accidentally aesthetic 
end, for the enjoyment of patterns is rarely the reader’s chief aim. Therefore, 
any disposition of printing material which, whatever the intention, has the 
effect of coming between author and reader is wrong. 

His one-time partner in the editorship of The Fleuron, the periodical 
which contributed so much to the understanding and appreciation of good 
design and print—Oliver Simon—has set out these principles in detailed 
form in his basic work, Introduction to Typography (1945, Faber, 12s.6d.), 
which renders an invaluable service to a complex subject. According to 
Simon, one striking change of our own time has been the mechanisation 
of type-setting; paper also is now almost entirely machine-made; binding 
cases have become simple in design, largely through the rapid mechanisation 
of the binding trade; the book-jacket has become a necessity and offers a 
rich field for decoration. These are only some amidst many changes, and 
he indicates how change comes about partly from the outside—the printer 
following the needs of the reader as new habits and conditions appear. 

At the same time he upholds that the printer and publisher can initiate 
change from the inside, for the typographic medium is, by its very nature and 
through the large choice of type faces and materials, subtly flexible. The full 
practice of typography is an unending process of learning and a challenge to 
individual skill, imagination and common sense, but this need not imply 
exhibitionism; authentic printing has no need to proclaim itself. 

He examines step by step some of the many problems likely to present 
themselves to the printer on receipt of an average manuscript, from the 
half-title at the beginning right through to the index at the end. The author’s 
approach is characterised by patience and thoroughness, and his choice and 
presentation of illustrations, which are given at each stage of his exposition, 
are illuminating. 

Examination of a well-produced book, he writes, will show that a 
successful combination of its main essentials of type face, composition, 
margins, paper, presswork and binding forms an harmonious and legible 
whole. Study of this book leads to an understanding of these main essentials. 
He deals with Rules of Composition; with Choosing the Type Face, giving 
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specimens of sixteen faces and showing basic differences; and as examples 
of successful title pages of different varieties he reproduces those of Dryden’s 
Dramatic Works of the Nonesuch Press, Michael Drayton’s Nimphidia The 
Court of Fayrie, printed at Bernard Newdigate’s Shakespeare Head Press, and 
The Poetical Works of Robert Browning in the Oxford University Press edition. 
Further, there are valuable sources of reference in the bibliography, not only 
of books but of periodicals. 

Oliver Simon clearly sets out the difficulties and problems of printer and 
typographer, and shows how they may be overcome, with skill and sound 
judgment. In his The Illustration of Books (1951, Faber, 10s.6d.), David Bland 
writes with equal clarity and competence on the aspect of illustration and 
decoration. These may be regarded as two stresses, complementary and 
not opposed, alternating from the very beginning of book production. 
He makes the point that from the very earliest times pictures seem to have 
been made to accompany the written word. 

Part One reveals among other things how Illustration has been moulded 
by the techniques at its disposal, and Part Two deals with The Processes 
and Their Application—relief, intaglio, surface and other processes. The 
book was written chiefly for students, and the aim was to keep the cost as 
low as possible, so he does not give examples of the various reproductive 
processes described, but refers the reader to examples which are available to 
all. He concentrates on English book illustration, indicating current con- 
temporary trends elsewhere, and bringing to his writing a fusion of the 
historian’s authority, the technician’s strictness and the artist’s sensitivity. He 
gives the history of illustration before the birth of printing and at the time 
of its arrival, explaining that the element of competition of the early scribes 
was so salutary that the technical excellence of many early printed books is 
far higher than it might have been, acting as a spur to the discovery of various 
techniques such as colour printing. He points out that the influence of the 
manuscript books on the carly printed page is very noticeable, comparable 
with the influence of the stage coach on the design of the earliest railway 
carriage; margins and initials were still often left blank for illumination, 
to be supplied later by hand, and he presumes that the wide outer margins 
which are still to be found in books of any pretensions have their origin 
in this habit. Blanks might be left in the printed page for any or all of the 
following: illumination at the beginning of the book; initials; headlines; 
chapter openings; title page; page numbers. Among the illustrations is a 
reproduction of one of the earliest English illustrated books: part of a page 
from Caxton’s Aesop, showing a woodcut for one of the Fables. 

The seventeenth and eighteenth centuries were not only an age of 
decoration rather than illustration, but also of copper engraving rather 
than wood-cutting. He includes an illustration by Hogarth to Tristram 
Shandy, engraved on copper by Collyer, with sharpness of characterisation 
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and flexibility of light and shade. He tells how Turner and Constable, in the 
nineteenth century, enthusiastically took up steel engraving when it was 
introduced in England after 1823. The 1840s saw the beginning of several 
illustrated magazines such as Punch and the Illustrated London News, the 
steady debasement of wood-engraving and an advance in colour printing. 
The Kelmscott Chaucer, with heavy borders by William Morris, heavy 
engraved illustrations by Burne-Jones, and heavy type, portrays the close 
of a century. 

The twentieth century opens with a page from La Belle Enfant, published 
by Ambroise Vollard, by far the most important figure in the story of the 
twentieth century illustrated book in France, a man who thought nothing 
of having a book in production for ten or even fifteen years in the attainment 
of perfection. 

It is not known how long Oliver Simon and David Bland worked on 
their volumes, but there is little doubt that within the confined space of 
each, they have come as close to perfection as possible in conveying basic 
principles and application of the crafts of printing and of book illustration. 

The Studio’s third version of The Art of the Book (1951, 35s.) covers the 
period from 1939 to 1950 and is edited by Charles Ede. The material is 
presented horizontally and vertically: each section on Type Design and 
Lettering, Printing the Text, Illustration and Graphic Reproduction, 
Commercial Binding and Handbinding, is subdivided into countries— 
Czechoslovakia, France, Germany, Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Scandinavia, 
Spain, Switzerland and the U.S.—and the documentation to each country 
and each subject is introduced by a person judged to be competent, both 
nationally and internationally. The same principle of horizontal and vertical 
presentation was followed some years ago by Wilenski in his animated 
and animating volume on French painters, and the result was all the more 
satisfying as the subjects in both directions were handled by one and the 
same author, under the same terms of reference throughout. The repro- 
duction material in The Art of the Book, gathered under difficult circumstances 
in a divided world, seems to be of a satisfactory level, but the purpose of 
such a volume would have been served to better advantage had the editor’s 
choice been less personal and the presentation itself more factual. 

Sean Jennett’s The Making of Books (1951, Faber, 42s.), while dealing 
with practically every aspect within its two parts, Printing and Binding 
and The Design of Books, reads more like a roll-call of the subjects covered 
than an inspired clarification of problems. Ruari McLean’s Modern Book 
Design (1951, Longmans for The British Council, 3s.6d.), presents in just 
over forty-two pages the essence of over 250 pages devoted to the same 
matter in The Making of Books. 

The writer’s The Art of the Book Jacket—a subject discussed at length in 
British Book News, July 1950—deals for the first time in Britain with the 
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historical, technical and artistic aspects of this newcomer to the art of the 
book (1949, H.M. Stationery Office for the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
Is.). 

Up to this point, all the volumes referred to are addressed in the main to 
those who wish to learn how a book is designed, printed or illustrated—or 
how to increase their knowledge of such—and how to judge whether a book 
is well-designed or well-produced. There is, however, another aspect of the 
art of the book: that of the collector, one who is not just an eccentric who 
prefers one edition for some ritually compulsive reason. He is not a man 
who says simply * the old is better’ or who thinks that rarity is an objective 
in itself. It is not even enough to say that he is a man who is not as well 
satisfied with a photographic reproduction of the original or a roll of 
microfilm, or a well-edited verbatim reprint, as with the genuine article. 
He is rather a man who has a reverence for, and a desire to possess, the 
original of some other specifically admirable, curious or interesting edition 
of a book he loves or respects or one which has a special place among his 
intellectual pleasures. 

This definition comes from John Carter’s Taste and Technique in Book- 
Collecting (2nd edition 1948, Cambridge University Press, 21s.), which is 
divided into two parts, Evolution and Method, and the author is revealed 
not only as a man of taste in book-collecting, but in literary style as well. 
He is a contributor on The Technical Approach to Book-Collecting: Four 
Broadcast Talks (1950, Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 6s.), the others being 
R. W. Chapman on The Sense of the Past, John Hayward on Why First 
Editions?, and Michael Sadleir on Bookshop and Auction Room. Dr. 
Chapman sets book-collecting, as a civilised pursuit, in the general perspective 
of book-collecting itself; and John Carter offers some reflections on tactics, 
leaving the concluding word on actual operations to Michael Sadleir, a 
seasoned campaigner—one who is the compiler of a reader’s guide for the 
National Book League on Book Collecting (1947, Cambridge University 
Press, Is.). 

The latest addition to books on this subject is P. H. Muir’s selection of 
Talks on Book-Collecting (1952, Cassell, 12s.6d.), delivered under the 
authority of the Antiquarian Booksellers’ Association. As the editor writes 
in his Preface, the course was arranged with a dual objective in view: first, 
to introduce young booksellers to certain accepted theories and practices 
of their trade, and secondly, to emphasise the large degree of identity 
between the interests of book-collectors and booksellers. With those ends 
in view both booksellers and collectors were invited to contribute to and 
to attend the lectures. P. H. Muir writes on The Nature and Scope of 
Book-Collecting, E. P. Goldschmidt on The Period Before Printing, Simon 
Nowell-Smith on The Language of Book-Collecting, John Carter on 
Fashions in Book-Collecting, Howard M. Nixon on Binding and Binders, 
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Ernest Weil on Milestones of Civilisation and Ifan Kyrle Fletcher_on The 
Theatre for Collectors. There are fifteen well-chosen and.well+printed,half- 
tone illustrations which assist in the reader’s appreciation’ P-NH. Muir is-dlso 
the author of Book-Collecting (1949, Cassell, 7s. 6d.), a Work-which reveals the 
literary, historical and scientific pleasures that are operé to.collectors, even to 
those of modest means. 

But books do not begin by rousing the collectOr’s<interest or by 
becoming his treasured property. They have to reach the public through 
the bookseller and the librarian, and good bookselling is an art-on its own. 
B. N. Langdon-Davies, author of The Practice of Bookselling (1951, Phoenix 
House, 18s.), aims at a book showing the relationship of the bookseller 
to society in general and to the rest of the book trade in particular. He 
attempts to discover what kind of person a bookseller should be or should 
endeavour to make himself if he is to succeed, and he reconciles his theories 
with what he conceives to be their practical applications. He deals clearly 
and concisely with the bookshop and the community, the structure of the 
book trade, bookshop finance, and the main functions of a bookseller. 

The scope of a library comes to life in a short history, Penny Rate (1951, 
The Library Association, 21s.), by W. A. Munford, City Librarian, 
Cambridge. He takes the reader back to the social setting of 1850 and 
provides valuable material on the development of library legislation, 
buildings, staffing and methods, departments, service to readers and the 
Library Association. 

The study of the twenty-four books listed in the two parts of this article 
will not, of course, result in the emergence of a typographer, illustrator 
or book-designer; but it is hoped that it will contribute to the understanding 
and appreciation of the function of each, and of the art of the book in its 
manifold aspects.

IN THE BOOK LIST that follows the books chosen for review have been limited 
to those regarded by the selectors as sufficiently good of their kind to be worthy of 
recommendation. The list is compiled with the assistance of Aslib (incorporating the 
Association of Special Libraries and Information Bureaux and the British Society for

BOOKS FOR YOUNG PEOPLE. Group 1: Under Eleven. Edited by 
Hilda M. McGill. The Library Association, 12s. 21°5 cm. 102 pages. Paper bound. 
This book list, the first of a series which will cover various age groups, was compiled 
by the North Western Branch of the Library Association and is arranged in three 
sections, an author list of fiction, non-fiction books in classified (Dewey) order 
and an author and subject index to non-fiction. It is to be regarded as a working tool 
rather than as a bibliography, for availability of the books listed has been taken 
into consideration and therefore it does not claim to represent the best books for 
children under eleven. An attempt, however, has been made to include only those 
books with some positive value. Cross-references have been kept to a minimum 
but every book is briefly annotated. (028-5) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


THE CHARACTER OF PEOPLES. André Siegfried. Translated from 
the French by Edward Fitzgerald. Cape, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 190 pages. 
Between chapters on the New Face of the World and the Definition and Destiny 
of Western Civilisation, national characters are considered under the headings of 
Latin Realism, French Ingenuity, English Tenacity, German Discipline, Russian 
Mysticism and American Dynamism. In each case M. Siegfried discusses geographical 
situation, ethnic structure, historical influences, and many other factors which 
combine to form the character of a people, drawing on a great variety of sources 
and, more than all, on his own wide personal knowledge and experience. The book 
is admirable background reading for a student of international affairs. (136-4) 


TRANSLATIONS FROM THE PHILOSOPHICAL WRITINGS 
OF GOTTLOB FREGE. Edited by Peter Geach and Max Black. Blackwell 
(Oxford), 25s. 22°2 cm. 254 pages. Glossary. 

An important and much needed selection of papers on the nature of mathematical 

knowledge. Frege’s findings, first noticed by Russell in 1901, until recently have not 
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been available in English. Throughout they demonstrate the view that the truths 
of mathematics involve only the truths of logic and therefore only have universal 
validity. The papers reveal an acute analysis of the terms and procedures used in 
logic—concept, sense, reference, negation, and so on. This necessitates the use of 
symbols and calculations which make this book essentially one for the advanced 
student. The translation admirably conveys Frege’s success in devising a mathematical 
language combining rigorous accuracy with the greatest possible brevity. (164) 


BUTLER’S MORAL PHILOSOPHY. Austin Duncan-Jones. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 192 pages. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 


Austin Duncan-Jones, who is Professor of Philosophy in the University of 
Birmingham, observes in his study that Joseph Butler (1692-1752) wrote in a style 
‘in which it is impossible to tell lies’. Theological writers are often reproached for 
their obscurantism. This is not true of Butler: his strength as an apologist and 
dialectician lies in his honest candour. Although the author confines himself to 
Butler’s moral thinking, he makes it the basis for a general consideration of ethical 
questions. Not everybody will follow him in his pier om but, like Butler himself, 
he expounds his ideas fairly and with tolerance in a style which, though even and 
uniform, avoids flatness. (171) 


PEIRCE AND PRAGMATISM. W. B. Gallic. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 
256 pages. Bibliographical notes. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 


This study of the logical and metaphysical theories of the American philosopher 
Charles Sanders Peirce (1839-1914) represents a remarkable feat of condensation and 
simplification. Peirce’s pragmatism (the word is his invention) has deeper roots than 
that of William James. There is also much in Peirce’s cosmological theories which 
his disciples, concentrating on logical problems, have tended to ignore. Professor 
Gallie’s book, a pioneer work, is the more stimulating in that it combines exposition 
with the display of much critical insight. The author is Professor of Philosophy at 
the University College of North Staffordshire. (191) 


RELIGION [AND THEOLOGY] 


THE SERVANT OF THE LORD and Other Essays on the Old Testament. 
H. H. Rowley. Lutterworth Press, 25s. 21-8 cm. 339 pages. References. Indexes. 


Professor Rowley of Manchester University here brings together a number of 
essays on crucial issues in Old Testament study. Some of them have been previously 
published in journals in England and abroad but are not easily accessible. The opening 
study, which gives the main title to the volume, is here published for the first time 
and contains a masterly survey of the history of the interpretation of the Servant 
in Deutero-Isaiah during the last generation and the author’s own contribution to 
the discussion of the problem. Other essays deal with the nature of Old Testament 
prophecy, Ezra and Nehemiah, the Song of Songs, the unity of the Book of Daniel 
and recent discovery and the patriarchal age. While these essays are technica] studies 
supported by detailed footnotes and references to relevant literature, there is much 
in the text which will be of interest to those who make no claim to technical 
scholarship. Every page bears the hallmark of erudition, and clarity of thought 
and expression. (221-04) 
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THE NEW TESTAMENT. A New Translation in Plain English. Charles 
Kingsley Williams. S.P.C.K. and Longmans, 8s.6d. 19 cm. $76 pages. Notes. 
Glossary. 

This translation has been made from the Greek Text published as Novum Testamentum 

Graece (Souter, Oxford, 1910). The translation is in plain English. Common words 

only (about 1,500) have been used and the standard adopted has been that of the 

Interim Report on Vocabulary Selection (London, 1936). Long sentences have been 

broken up and various changes have been made to suit modern English usage. 

The author, who was for some years on the staff of Wesley College, Madras, has 

achieved a considerable degree of success in providing a simple yet dignified translation 

which might be used not only for private reading but for occasional public services. 

The book is well produced and the large type is an added advantage. (225°5) 


THE SUBTLE KNOT. Creative Scepticism in Seventeenth-Century England. 
Margaret L. Wiley. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 22-2 cm. 303 pages. Notes. Index. 
In this volume Dr. Wiley of Brooklyn College secks to rescue scepticism from its 
associations with dogmatic disbelief. She maintains that the pattern of true scepticism 
as the ally of faith is to be found in seventeenth-century thought, and five writers— 
John Donne, Thomas Browne, Richard Baxter, Jeremy Taylor, Joseph Glanvill—are 
examined in detail. Scepticism emerges as a creative attitude accompanied by a 
sense of the limitations of knowledge, a recognition of the place of paradox as 
expressive of the complexity of truth and conviction that a ‘right life’ opens doors 
that are otherwise permanently closed. The chief defect, it is argued, of many 
eighteenth-century writers is that they tried to untie the subtle knot of knowledge 
by ignoring the dualisms and paradoxes of human experience. The author has 
made an illuminating contribution which should prove of interest not only to students 
of seventeenth-century thought but to the general reader. (234°2) 


IN AN AGE OF REVOLUTION. Cyril Garbett. Hodder & Stoughton, 
20s. 22°5 cm. 318 pages. Index. 
This book by the Archbishop of York is dominated by the conviction that the 
present crisis in human affairs is primarily spiritual and nothing short of the 
rehabilitation of the Christian Faith can meet man at the point of his deepest need. 
After surveying the revolutionary changes of the last seventy years, de author 
examines various substitutes for Christianity and deals in some detail with 
Communism. He then attempts to expound the Christian answer in realistic terms 
and enquires how the Church can relate its unchanging message to the changed 
and ever-changing human order, with particular reference to the problems of daily 
work and world peace. Here is a volume which by its candour and insight should 
make a wide appeal within and without the Christian Church. (261) 


THE GREY FRIARS IN CAMBRIDGE, 1225-1538. J. R. H. 
Moorman. Cambridge University Press, 35s. 22°2 cm. 285 pages. 4 plates. 5 maps 
and plans. Index. 

This book, which is based upon the Birkbeck Lectures delivered in the University 

of Cambridge, 1948-9, tells the story of the aims and development of the Franciscans 

in Cambridge from the establishment of the House of Mendicants in 1225 to its 
dissolution in 1538 and the expulsion of the friars. A detailed account is given of 
the relation between the friars and the University, the building in which they were 
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housed, the new alliance between poverty and learning which was to have such a 
marked influence on the Order, pat the events of the years preceding and following 
the dissolution. The appendices, which cover half the volume, include notes on 
Cambridge Franciscans, the dispute between the friars and the University 1303-6 
and documents connected with the dissolution. Dr. Moorman has made an invaluable 
contribution to our knowledge of the Grey Friars in Cambridge. The book is based 
upon many years of research and may be unreservedly recommended as an 
indispensable guide to all students of the Order. (271-3) 


CROCKFORD’S CLERICAL DIRECTORY, 1951-52. A Reference 
Book of the Clergy of the Established Church of England and of the Other 
Churches in Communion with the See of Canterbury. 74th issue. Oxford 
University Press, 1058. 25*4 cm. 2,076 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Indexes. 

The main part of Crockford is devoted to a Who’s Who of Bishops and Clergy of 

the Church of England, and of the Welsh, Scottish Episcopal, Irish and Overseas 

Churches. There are indexes of parishes, showing dioceses and rural deaneries within 

which they fall, as well as their incumbents and curates. The overseas section gives 

details of Churches in the Commonwealth, and Missionary Bishoprics in Africa, 

Asia and America. An informative preface summarises events concerning the Church 

of England, or of interest or importance to her, since the last issue of Crockford.

AFRICAN SYMBOLISM. Henry Myers Lecture, 1952. Edwin D. Smith. 
Royal Anthropological Institute of Great Britain and Ireland, 5s. 28 cm. 25 pages. 
References. Paper bound. 

The distinguished author of The Golden Stool and The African Idea of God here sums 

up the fruits of a lifetime’s research and reflection on the spiritual values of the 

African. The latter’s whole life and method of self-expression is charged with 

symbolism; a fact which often escapes the observer or student, since it can only be 

fully comprehended by intuition. This study, fascinating not only for its insight 
into the African mind, but into the mind of all races, makes use of a wealth of 
references and examples drawn from tribes from every part. (291°37)

SOCIAL PSYCHOLOGY. W.J.H. Sprott. Methuen, 20s. 22-2 cm. 282 pages. 

Index. (Methuen’s Manuals of Modern Psychology) 

Professor Sprott of the University of Nottingham has written what will probably 
be the standard textbook on social psychology for this generation. It is a well-written 
conspectus of the current thought by the present-day authorities on problems of 
public opinion, personality, crowd behaviour, delinquency, etc. On many of these 
questions Professor Sprott has his own opinions, which all illustrate his humane 
and undogmatic outlook on life. This is a valuable book for all students of social 
studies. (301-1)

SOCIAL PROVISION IN RURAL WILTSHIRE. H. E. Bracey. 
Methuen, 21s. 22°2 cm. 223 pages. Frontispiece. 45 maps and diagrams. Index. 

This survey, by a Research Fellow in Social Studies of the University of Bristol, 

is based on a study of the human geography of the county, and of modern changes 

in transport and in industrial and population distribution. It shows in detail the 
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commercial and professional services available in each district, the social organisation, 
the public utility services, and the types of official administration. In summarising, 
the author discusses what standard of services a village community might reasonably 
demand, and who should provide them. As a rural investigation, the survey is an 
interesting complement to the urban surveys which have already appeared. —_ (3091) 


Political Science 
THE MODERN WORLD. R. A. MacKay and S. A. Saunders. Revised 
and enlarged edition. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $5.00. 21°5 cm. 619 pages. 
Illustrations. Sketch maps. Tables. Short suggested reading list. Index. 
This much augmented and revised edition of a survey first published in 1935 will 
be welcomed by students and intelligent general readers. The four sections deal 
with: The Economic Background of the Modern World; Democracy and its 
Rivals; The World of Nations; and The World Economy, 1913 to the Present 
Day. The authors comment on such timely international topics as the U.N., 
N.A.T.O., Social Welfare, Modern Imperialism and Dictatorships, while discussing 
objectively Canada’s share in recent trends. They have admirably fulfilled the purpose 
of the book as stated in the preface * . . . intended as a primer in the larger citizenship 
of the twentieth century’. (320) 


ACTON’S POLITICAL PHILOSOPHY. An Analysis. G. E. Fasnacht. 
Hollis & Carter, 21s. 22°2 cm. 279 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Lord Acton’s place among the great historians of the Victorian age is assured, but 
his importance as a political thinker is not so clearly appreciated. This is largely 
because he never systematised his ideas in a single treatise, but scattered them 
tentatively, and often epigrammatically, in periodical essays, letters, and lectures. 
There is, however, quite enough material of this kind to justify Mr. Fasnacht’s 
assertion that Acton is one of the deepest interpreters of the English philosophy 
of politics. And since much that Acton had to say in this field has greater relevance 
for our generation than for his own, Mr. Fasnacht’s analysis of that contribution, 
based as it is on generous quotation from Acton’s writings, printed and in manuscript, 
will have an appeal for many who might find it difficult to make such a survey 
for themselves. (320-1) 


THE COMMONWEALTH RELATIONS OFFICE LIST 1952. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 22s.6d. 21°6 cm. 274 pages. Index. 
The second issue of the List is now in six parts, covering: the present organisation 
of the Commonwealth Relations Office; the development of the constitutional 
relationship between members of the Commonwealth and kindred matters; a brief 
summary of the constitutional development of the separate members of the 
Commonwealth, with lists of important officials; oversea service regulations of the 
Office; a list of Parliamentary and non-Parliamentary Papers and Acts; and an 
alphabetical list of senior staff of the Commonwealth Relations Office, with 
statements of their service. (325°342) 


THE COLONIAL TERRITORIES, 1951-52. Colonial Office. H.M. 

Stationery Office, 4s.6d. 24°4 cm. 152 pages. Paper bound. (Command Paper 8553) 
This annual survey of the whole of the Colonial Empire contains condensed surveys 
and overall figures on economic, political, and social development, finance, research, 
and international relations and co-operation. In addition it has a valuable diary 
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of principal occurrences in the Colonial field through the year, and a list of relevant 
White Papers. Points from the general survey: the colonial troops taking part in 
the funeral procession of His late Majesty King George VI represented nineteen 
colonial territories; in Malaya the appointment of the Vice Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff as High Commissioner brought unified control of the civil and military 
forces, the latter including a number of Commonwealth forces; the new Nigerian 
constitution came into force in mid-1951, and further conferences to forward closer 
association in Central Africa were arranged for 1952. (325°342) 


DOES CANADA NEED MORE PEOPLE? Mabel Timlin. Canadian 
Institute of International Affairs and Oxford University Press (Toronto, Canada), 
$2.00. 19 cm. 155 pages. Index. 

This is a short study, but on a timely and vital subject, as witness the increasing 

recent immigration into Canada of both British nationals and European displaced 

persons. It is written from the economic viewpoint, ignoring social, religious, 
political or other very real aspects. The author, who is Professor of Economics in 
the University of Saskatchewan, discusses such subjects as Canada’s absorptive 
capacity both long and short term, the effects of immigration on the country and 
the old old story of Canadian emigration to the United States in relationship to 

European immigration into Canada. As far as there is a solution, it is for selective 

immigration. There are appendices by H. Lukin Robinson on Effects of Immigration 

on the Age and Sex Distribution of the Canadian Population, and Canadian 

Immigration and Absorptive Capacity. (325°71) 


SURVEY OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 1947-1948. Peter 
Calvocoressi, assisted by Sheila Harden. Introduction by Arnold Toynbee. Oxford 
University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 45s. 24°5 cm. $93 pages. 
4 folding maps. Index. 


DOCUMENTS ON INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 1947-1948. 
Selected and edited by Margaret Carlyle. Oxford University Press for the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs, 70s. 24*5 cm. 907 pages. Index. 

Until publication ceased in 1939 the annual volumes of these surveys, with the 

companion volumes of documents, practically stood alone as guides to contemporary 

history on the international scale. In May 1952 the first volume of the series which 
will cover the war and the peace-making period was published and now comes the 
first of the new annual series covering the years 1947-8. Peter Calvocoressi has the 
gift of presenting complex facts in succinct and interesting form and if this is a fair 
sample of the whole series their high reputation will be maintained. That the 
documents have been brought out at the same time, arranged on the same plan, 
and with footnote references from the survey volume will prove a great boon to 
students. The index in the documents volume is a great deal better than that in the 
survey.

THE YEAR BOOK OF WORLD AFFAIRS, 1952. Edited by 
George W. Keeton and Georg Schwarzenberger. 6th issue. Stevens & Sons, 30s.

The latest issue of this topical yearbook includes among its authoritative articles: 

Chinese Representation in the United Nations by G. G. Fitzmaurice; The Anglo- 
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Iranian Dispute by J. Frankel; The Council of Europe by Max Sorensen; The United 
Nations and the Refugee Problem by Louise W. Holborn; The Rights and 
Obligations of an Occupying Power by Joyce Gutteridge; The Moroccan Problem 
by Rom Landau; International Economics Co-operation and the Problem of Full 
Employment by W. M. Scammell; and The Frontiers of International Law by 
G. Schwarzenberger. Besides these articles there are reports on the various aspects 
of world affairs—sociological, economic, geographical, psychological and educational, 
legal, and institutional. Reviews of books on international law and relations are 
also included. The Year Book is published under the auspices of the London Institute 
of World Affairs.

THE ROAD TO SAFETY. A Study in Anglo-American Relations. Arthur 
Willert. Derek Verschoyle, 15s. 21°5 cm. 192 pages. Index. 


Sir Arthur Willert, who was correspondent of The Times in Washington from 
1910 to 1920, had the intention to write an account of the important but unofficial 
part played in Anglo-American relations during the 1914-18 war by Sir William 
Wiseman, because he considers that Wiseman’s work has been seriously under- 
estimated. But the book he has actually written is wider in scope and is accurately 
described by the sub-title. We are given a vivid picture of official and of public 
opinion in the United States during this eventful period which holds useful parallels 
for today. A number of interesting reports from Wiseman are supplemented by 
letters from Sir Arthur Willert to the Editor of The Times, and these together give 
the reader a ring-side seat at a series of delicate diplomatic negotiations. A comparison 
is drawn between the influence of Colonel House on President Wilson with that 
of Harry Hopkins on Roosevelt in the last war. (327-42) 


THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL OF TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 
Hewan Craig. Faber, 25s. 22-2 cm. 214 pages. Map. Index. (Studies in Colonial 
Legislatures) 

This, the sixth volume in this series edited by Margery Perham, continues in the 

tradition of the earlier studies. Whilst Trinidad has been governed as a Crown 

Colony since its capture from the Spaniards in 1797, its legislature was first created 

in 1831, but it was not until 1925 that it included elected members. Therefore this 

study is almost wholly confined to the modern period, 1925 to 1950, when under a 

new constitution the elected members of the Legislative Council formed a majority 

of eighteen in a council of twenty-six. The author, himself a West Indian, has 

produced a valuable and scholarly study. (328-72983)

THE GROWTH OF ENGLISH SOCIETY. A Short Economic History. 
E. Lipson. 2nd edition. Black, 25s. 22-2 cm. 467 pages. Index. 

This account of the economic life of the English people, first published in 1949, 
can be used with profit by the student, because of the skilful organisation of the 
material, and by the general reader because it is eminently readable. Mr. Lipson’s 
aim is to show ‘how in our island home man has fulfilled the scriptural injunction 
to earn his bread in the sweat of his brow’ and this aim includes an examination 
of the basic social ideas which determine economic relations and a revision of the 
historical lessons demonstrated in the author’s A Planned Economy, or Free Enterprise. 
Mr. Lipson was formerly Reader in Economic History in the University of Oxford.

There have been surprising omissions from the statute law on this subject, such as 
the absence of any definition of income. An attempt is here made to deduce from 
the decisions of the courts the basic principles which determine first the nature of 
income and secondly the real cost of earning the profits or income. These principles 
are accepted by the courts, where express statutory provision is lacking or inadequate. 
Appendices reproduce certain important judgments, specimen trading and profit 
and loss accounts—a statement of the changing schedules of the Income Tax Acts.

The new edition of this standard 
treatise, made necessary by the new Act, covers all aspects of income tax, including 
double taxation and surtax.

Through the Local Government Act, 1948, the duty of assessing premises for local 
rates, carried out for some three hundred years by local authorities, will be transferred 
to the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, although the introduction of the new 
procedure has now been postponed until 1955 or 1956. This work includes the 
numerous changes in that Act and brings up to date the legal and administrative 
aspects of the subject generally. A new chapter has been added on taxation of land 


and buildings. Appendices give details of relevant legislation. The authors are both 
chartered surveyors.

in most countries of the world. General organisation, working systems, finance, etc. 
of the various schemes in operation on all continents are, in most cases, dealt with 
by the officials responsible for co-operative development in their respective 
countries. This is a highly authentic work which can be profitably studied by anyone 
interested in world food production.

Research meets an important part of the difficulty by giving the experiences of a 
number of British firms. The firms have generously made available their cost records, 
which are summarised here in statistical form.

The second of three volumes, the intention of which was to provide documentary 

materials (in translation) for the study of the growth of the English constitution 

during the Middle Ages, with a running commentary emphasising the significance 
of these documents and a Jong introduction summarising the results of modern 
research on the problems of the period. The years 1307-1399 are important, for 
they saw the medieval tradition of government by counsel and consent under the 
supremacy of law translated into the framework of limited monarchy, whereby 
the outlines of the modern English state were established. Professor Wilkinson has 
himself contributed some important scholarship in this field, and no better guide 
to the literature and the problems of this period could be found. Advanced students 
and teachers of the subject will find this a valuable and useful work. (342°42) 


JUSTICE AT WORK. The Human Side of the Law. James Avery Joyce.

A well-written work on the mechanism of English law for the general reader who 
has a certain interest in the subject but no professional knowledge, and it will be 
of interest also to foreign students. Although no attempt is made to give full 
statements on points of law, the book does give an integrated picture of the 
enactment and enforcement of the law and some characteristics of its content. The 
book is in four main parts: law in the courts, law in the cases, law in the community, 
and law in the government.

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION IN HONG KONG. Sir Charles Collins. 
Royal Institute of International Affairs in co-operation with the Institute of Pacific

This follows the lines of the previous study of public administration in Ceylon 

by the same author (British Book News March 1952), being the first two of a series 

which will study in detail the history, present state, and requirements for efficient 
working of the public administrations of the countries of Eastern Asia. This volume 
is rather more historical in content, particularly for the period of development from 

1850 onwards. Before the war, however, an efficient administrative machine was 

working very smoothly in this rather exceptional territory, with a small permanent 

but large floating population, densely packed, and engrossed in trade. This was 
swept away by the Japanese occupation, and the author notes two tendencies in 
the new public services set up today, decentralisation by the creation of new 
departments and sub-departments, and emphasis on welfare work. The latter is 
very marked.

THE DEFENCE OF WESTERN EUROPE. Drew Middleton. Muller, 
15s. 19°6 cm. 255 pages. 

The author, a prominent American newspaperman, worked in Soviet Russia, Berlin 
and Western Germany from 1945 to the end of 1951, and this book gives the 
conclusions drawn from his observations of European affairs during that time. He 
closely examines the strength and weakness of the Powers opposing each other 
both in actual fighting forces and in moral qualities, and he believes that war will 
come, if it comes at all, from Russia before the end of 1953. The front would be 
the dividing line in Germany where the West is putting forth its greatest effort 
to deter Soviet attack. While strongly favouring the rearmament of Western 
Germany, the author fully realises the anxieties created in the other countries 
concerned. He also considers the situation in the Mediterranean and stresses the 
importance of Turkey and Greece. The book touches economic problems and the 
relations between Europe and the United States. (3557094)

THE SOVIET AIR FORCE. Asher Lee. 2nd edition. Duckworth, 10s.6d. 
19 cm. 227 pages. 13 illustrations. Index. 

Outside Russia very few details are really known of the Soviet Air Force and its 
aircraft. This book, first published in 1950, provides some useful background material 
on this subject. In the present edition, largely as a result of information obtained 
in the Korean war and from refugees from Eastern Germany, the author has been 
able to revise his opinions in the last chapter on possible air developments in the 
U.S.S.R. during the past few years. (358-00947)

CHILD ADOPTION IN THE MODERN WORLD. Margaret

Adoption in England was legally introduced in 1926 and in 1949 over 17,000 
adoption orders were made. Considerable administrative and legal procedures have 
been evolved, involving work by adoption societies, local authorities and courts. 
This book, while dealing mainly with England, includes chapters on other parts 
of the United Kingdom, countries of the British Commonwealth, the United States 
and other foreign countries. The author is Press Officer for the recently formed 
Standing Conference of Societies Registered for Adoption and she has been interested 
in this subject for a number of years.

can make to the fuller understanding of the subject. The approach to the problem 
is discussed in Part I, which includes a chapter on the technique of the clinical 
examination. Part II records clinical cases and methods of treatment and adjustment 
both at home and by removal from home. Part III assembles the findings and the 
remedies suggested for checking anti-social behaviour in its early stages through 
the techniques used in the Child Guidance Clinic.

young people, the aged, and the physically and mentally handicapped. Finally she 
considers the general implications of the welfare state. The book is a useful summary, 
and a sound introduction to further study.

THE TREATMENT OF THE YOUNG DELINQUENT. J. Arthur 
Hoyles. Epworth Press, 18s.6d. 22°2 cm. 285 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The Reverend J. A. Hoyles approaches this subject from the Christian standpoint, 
feeling that there is much which the Church could do, by influencing public opinion, 
to help the young offender. He draws on his own experiences, as well as on those 
of numerous authorities, in urging the need for a detailed review of the whole system, 
being fully convinced that there is an alternative to punishment. He describes for 
the general reader the present methods of dealing with juvenile delinquency in 
Great Britain, and points with approval to the practices of the more advanced of 
the juvenile courts.

EDUCATION AND THE SPIRIT OF THE AGE. Sir R. W.

Liberty, 
reason and science are three forces which more than any others have shaped our age 
and ways of thought. The author discusses some dangers to which they also expose 
us, and suggests some ways in which these can be counteracted by education.

Based on four lectures delivered as part of a course for teachers, this book notes 
some of the more significant events and trends in the history of public education 
in England and Wales. The author believes that the many changes now taking place 
in English education, and the problems which accompany them, can only be under- 
stood and successfully resolved after a study of their origins and carlicr development. 
The survey begins with the foundation of charity schools early in the eighteenth 
century, and ends with a review of the 1944 Education Act, and a consideration of 
such matters as free activity methods, forms of secondary education, and the training 
of teachers.

In his foreword, 

Professor C. R. McRae, of the University of Sydney, recommends the book to those 

teachers. “who wish to take the humdrum out of schooling, who would like to 

remove the fence between the school and the community and work in fruitful 
co-operation with parents, and who, wishing to try activity methods, are seeking 

a practical guide’. The educational philosophy which inspires the work of the school 

is evident in the descriptions of assignments and activities undertaken by the pupils.

Designed to meet the needs 
of the medieval society for which William of Wykeham founded the college towards 
the end of the fourteenth century, they reflect the life of the times, while later 
changes and additions in their turn mark the new ideas and conditions of succeeding 
centuries. They thus have a special significance for those interested in tracing the 
development of university life, and in seeing how much of the past has remained 
and how widely its influence still extends.

Philology is a forbidding name to the amateur, but Dr. Pei has made a most 
successful effort to bring within the reach of the general reader the results of modern 
linguistics. His exposition takes the form of a rich collection of language-lore, chosen 
and arranged to illustrate different aspects of language study—the comparative and 
historical methods, grammatical analysis, the sociological approach, and so on. 
He includes a brief sketch of the chief languages spoken in the world today, with 
the main emphasis on the Indo-European group. A section is devoted to the practical 
problems of language learning. Finally, the author shows a cautious optimism in 
discussing the feasibility of an international auxiliary language. (400) 


GOOD ENGLISH: HOW TO WRITE IT. G. H. Vallins. New edition.

This book, originally written for and published by Pan Books (1951), was reviewed 
in British Book News, April 1951. This library edition, for which Mr. Vallins has 
written a preface and a final chapter on Books for Further Reading, is substantially 
the same as the earlier edition. The book shows how a writer or speaker can obtain 
exact correspondence between meaning and expression by obeying the conventions 
and principles of modern usage and paying respect to the context. Errors in news- 
papers and periodicals are quoted, and there are exercises, with solutions, for the 
reader’s practice.

AN EXPLAINING AND PRONOUNCING DICTIONARY OF 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL WORDS. W. E. Flood and 
Michael West. Longmans, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 405 pages. 1,300 pictures and diagrams 
by Charles A. Baker. 


In this dictionary 10,000 scientific and technical words are explained in a way which 
everyone with a working knowledge of English can understand. The explanations 
are concise and clear even to a person with little or no knowledge of the subject. 
Illustrations are used whenever these are helpful. The explaining vocabulary has 
been limited to about 2,000 words and the book should be especially useful to science 
students whose own language is other than English. (503) 
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THE SCIENTIFIC ADVENTURE. Essays in the History and Philosophy 
of Science. Herbert Dingle. Pitman, 30s. 22-2 cm. 381 pages. Frontispiece.

The essays here collected have previously appeared in the journals and proceedings 

of learned societies, etc. That the historical essays are mainly on astronomical subjects 

is not surprising, since the author was an astrophysicist before he occupied the chair 
of History and Philosophy of Science at University College, London. The philo- 
sophical essays will probably appear more difficult to the general reader: they deal 
with different aspects of Professor Dingle’s philosophical position, which is, roughly, 
that science is not an attempt to understand an external nature, but an attempt to 
find logical connections between experiences.

METHODS OF ALGEBRAIC GEOMETRY. W. V. D. Hodge and 
D. Pedoe. Vol. II. Book Il: General Theory of Algebraic Varieties in Projective

428. 21°5 cm. 403 pages. Bibliographical notes and Bibliography. Index. 
This three-volume work (Vol. I was published in 1947) is intended to give an 
account of modern algebraic methods available to geometers. In Vol. II the principal 
methods used in developing a theory of algebraic varieties in space of n dimensions 
are described together with applications to some varieties occurring in projective 
geometry; the treatment is based largely on the work of van der Waerden. The 
arithmetic theory of varieties and the foundations of birational geometry will be 
described in Vol. Ill. When completed these volumes will give the most compre- 
hensive and convenient account available of modern methods of algebraic geometry.

A new edition of the Astronomer Royal’s well-known book on the conditions for 
the existence of life and on our present knowledge of the conditions prevailing on 
other planets.

Additional information 
incorporated since the first edition (1940) bears on the evolution of the Earth’s 
atmosphere, on the conditions on Venus and on the origin of the solar system.

AN INTRODUCTION TO MATHEMATICAL PHYSICS. Robert 
Alexander Houston. 2nd edition. Blackie, 25s. 22-2 cm. 272 pages. Diagrams.

A major revision of a text which has been widely used for some forty years. An 
elementary basic knowledge of calculus is assumed, but beyond this the treatment 
is based essentially on physical and geometrical arguments. Numerous line diagrams 
are used. Subjects covered are attraction; fluid mechanics; heat flow; wave motion; 
electromagnetics; thermodynamics; and there are two new chapters on quantum 
theory and on minimal principles and special relativity. Essentially a book on 
mathematical physics for physicists, engineers and chemists, the new edition should 
have the same popularity as the old. (530) 
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FOUNDATIONS OF ENGINEERING SCIENCE. Leslie Pilborough.

An elementary account of the simple basic principles of engineering science, written 

for the beginner at a technical college. It contains sections on statics, dynamics, 

machines, heat, fuels, hydrostatics and hydraulics and throughout the book examples 

from engineering are given.

DIMENSIONAL ANALYSIS. H. E. Huntley. Macdonald, 20s. 2 
158 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index.

This first-rate book on the principles and applications of dimensional analysis is 
directed to university students as a branch of physics rather than as an appendage 
thereto. It should also be of value to physics teachers. Besides covering accepted 
topics on modern lines the author introduces the idea of components of ‘fundamental’ 
dimensions, e.g., of length considered as a vector in 3-dimensional space, thereby 
removing certain ambiguities in the usual LMT system and permitting in many 
cases complete solutions of equations where otherwise experiments would be necessary. 
Numerous examples are given and three of the later chapters deal with the particular 
applications, motion of bodies in fluids, thermal quantities, and electrical quantities.

but Macself’s authoritative book should encourage many people by emphasising 

the wide range of beautiful varieties and the simple rules for their care. Most of the 
book deals with hardy British (or near-British) species and the classification of these 
and their varieties and the methods of cultivating them are described with few 
technical terms. Later sections deal more bricfly with greenhouse and hothouse 
species and there is a classified list of all the varieties grown, which brings order at 
last to a rather chaotic subject. (635-932) 


THE IRIS AND ITS CULTURE. Jean Stevens. Lothian Publishing Co. 


(Melbourne, Australia), 45s. 25°4 cm. 168 pages. 37 illustrations (7 in colour). 
I text figure. Bibliography. Glossary. Index. 


This book is written from the standpoint of the horticulturalist rather than the 
botanist, and is intended primarily for the amateur gardener in the Southern Hemi- 
sphere. The species and garden hybrids of the genus Iris are discussed, with emphasis 
on the popular tall bearded irises. Mrs. Stevens, as an outstanding breeder of bearded 
irises and as Federal President of the Australian and New Zealand Iris Society, writes 
with authority. The book is attractively produced. (635°932) 


GROW THEM INDOORS. Window Ledge and House Gardening. Allen 

H. Wood. Benn, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 198 pages. 34 photographs. 19 drawings. Index. 
This is the third impression ot a work first published in 1939. After dealing with the 
basic principles of indoor gardening and giving general advice on the management 
of pot plants (the best type of containers and soils to use, when and how to water, 
take cuttings, re-pot, fertilise, prune, etc.), the author deals in turn with the different 
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kinds of plants adaptable for this purpose, including, in addition to bulbs, cacti and 
succulents, a very wide range of common and uncommon plants, with a note of 
the best varieties and full instructions for the cultivation of each. (635-96)

REPORT OF THE XIVTH INTERNATIONAL VETERINARY

Fifty-three countries were represented at the Congress, during which many topics 
concerning veterinary science were discussed, in particular the veterinary aspect of 
food production. Vol. I contains the Constitution of the Congress and Report of 
Plenary Sessions. Vol. II concerns the sectional meetings on animal health and 
animal parasites; animal health and bacteria; and animal health and viruses. Vol. Ill 
covers the sectional meetings on animal health and nutritional factors; husbandry 
and animal health; animal health and veterinary surgery; and animal health in 
relation to public health. (636-08) 


THE COMPLETE POULTRYMAN. Edited by Alan The ympson and 
largely written by Leonard Turnill and Ray Feltwell. Faber, 42s. 22-2 cm. $11 pages. 
48 plates. 161 figures in text. Index. 

This is one of the most comprehensive books on the production of eggs and table- 

poultry which have so far been published in Britain. It contains a mass of useful 

information for the practical man as well as covering all technical and scientific 
aspects, and there is a good range of photographs and diagrams. It does not, however, 
make reference to ducks, turkeys and water-fowl. Agricultural students and practical 
men alike can learn a great deal from this book. (636°5)

HARPOON AT A VENTURE. Gavin Maxwell. Hart-Davis, 21s. 22:2 cm.

It is not often that hazards and discoveries such as this book describes take place so 
close to the British Isles. Mr. Maxwell, while still serving in the war, selected and 
bought a remote Hebridean island. His object was to hunt and process the basking 
shark, an almost fabulous creature, the second largest fish in the world, of which 
until the present remarkably little was known either by scientists or fishermen. 
His book is of exceptional interest from three quite separate points of view: as a 
series of exciting adventures by sea, as a scientific treatise, and as the story of a 
pioneering business venture. Mr. Maxwell understands not only the factual but 
also the imaginative appeal of his subject and his descriptions of the fish, the birds 
and the scenery of the Hebrides possess a striking and romantic beauty. —_ (639°27) 


Food 

A CONCISE ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF GASTRONOMY. André L. 
Simon. Collins, 42s. 21-5 cm. 839 pages. Decorations by John Leigh-Pemberton. 
List of sources. Index. 

M. Simon’s encyclopedia, originally published in nine parts, is not only a mine of 

information but a fascinating book to browse in, being both a guide to eating and 

drinking the world over and a fount of good recipes. It deals with Sauces, Vegetables, 

Cereals, Fruit, Fish, Meat, Birds and Eggs, and Wine—each with an introduction, 
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often giving useful practical hints, which precedes the alphabetical list of definitions 
and recipes. In the Cheese section the introduction is followed by definitions, and 
lists of English and Continental cheeses, together with a classified list and a regional 
calendar of French cheeses. This is a book that anyone with any interest in wise 
eating and drinking should possess; none could advance the claims of gastronomy 
more effectively. M. Simon is President of the Wine and Food Society in London.

Only cooks in those countries where eggs, butter and cream are both plentiful 
and cheap will be able to use all these recipes as they stand, but many of them are 
capable of adaptation and just to savour the others in the imagination has a certain 
fascination. The recipes, which show how Bulgaria, France, Germany, Hungary, 
Italy, Poland and Russia all contributed to the Viennese repertoire, are grouped by 
subject (soups, salads, fish, meat, poultry, sauces, etc.); probably the most interesting, 


because most typically Austrian, are those devoted to noodles, pancakes, cakes, 
pastries and forten. (641°59)

AROUND BRITAIN WITH BON VIVEUR. Frances Dale and John 
Cradock. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 208 pages. 18 photographs. 

This book is based on the articles which the authors, under the pseudonym of 
‘Bon Viveur’, wrote for the Daily Telegraph. Their assignment was to sample 
anonymously the hospitality of many hotels and inns in Britain. They write in 
detail of those they recommend. They deal, too, with the scenery and features of 
historical and general interest of the places they visited. This should be a welcome 
companion volume to a guide-book. (647-94)

THE PENROSE ANNUAL 19352. A Review of the Graphic Arts. Vol. 46. 
Edited by R. B. Fishenden. Lund Humphries, 30s. 28-5 cm. 162 pages. Illustrations 
in the text, and Appendix of Illustrations (mainly in colour). 
This issue of The Penrose Annual, which covers technical, scientific and cultural 
development in printing, book illustration and advertising, deals largely with the 
Festival of Britain, and as a result the scope of the volume is unusually broad. It is, 
however, divided as before into three sections: general articles, technical articles, 
and illustrations. Among contributors on the Festival of Britain are John Hayward, 
Paul Reilly (of the Council of Industrial Design) and Professor Nikolaus Pevsner. 
The technical articles deal with most aspects of the graphic arts and are excellently 
illustrated, while the appendix of illustrations contains examples of colour photo- 
graphy, title-page layout and design, and new technical processes, and there is a 
section of photographs of parts of the South Bank Exhibition site. (655-05)

MODERN STAFF TRAINING. A Survey of Training Needs and Methods 
of Today. F. J. Tickner. University of London Press, 12s.6d. 22°2 cm. 159 pages.

The Director of Training and Education, H.M. Treasury here provides, for the 

first time, a general survey of the training of both salaried staff and weekly wage- 

earners in the office and factory, in commercial and industrial undertakings, 
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nationalised industry, central and local government, retail stores and other under- 
takings, both large and small. After considering the training needs of today, he 
discusses the elements and aims of good training schemes first in the small unit and 
then in the large organisation. Chapters follow on training in the office, training 
the manager and the supervisor, training methods, and the training officer and his 
staff. A final chapter deals with advanced training. (658-386) 


Wine 
SHERRY AND PORT. H. Warner Allen. Constable, 15s. 19 cm. 223 pages. 
Index. 


Unlike natural wines from designated vineyards, whose quality year by year depends 
mainly on climatic conditions, each type of sherry is blended from wines of various 
vineyards and ages, to ensure the regular maintenance of unvarying characteristics. 
Mr. Allen is therefore principally concerned with the complicated processes by 
which this result is achieved. Port, too, is a blended wine; but in the best years only 
wines of that one year are blended, resulting in ‘vintages’—a designation unknown 
to sherry. This distinction is somewhat blurred in the chapters on the making of 
port and its treatment in the lodges of the shippers. A most readable book, abounding 
in local colour, personal experience and literary allusion. (663-2)

THE SCIENCE, RAW MATERIALS AND HYGIENE OF 
BAKING. Alexander Urie and J. H. Hulse. Macdonald & Evans, 30s. 22-2 cm.

A clear, concise and well-balanced account of the application of science in the 

baking industry. Apart from its intended use as a textbook for students engaged in 

a course of study in bakery science, it can be recommended to the trained scientist 

intending to enter the bakery field as a useful introduction to a specialised branch of 

science in industry.

ADHESIVES FOR WOOD. Reginald Anthony Geoffrey Knight. Chapman 
& Hall for the Royal Aeronautical Society, 25s. 22°2 cm. 242 pages. 9 illustrations. 
Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. (Royal Aeronautical Society Monographs on 
Metallic and Other Materials) 
This work, by the officer in charge of the Composite Wood Section of the United 
Kingdom Forest Products Research Laboratory, fills a long-standing gap in the 
literature of adhesion. Written from the standpoint of the wood fabricator and 
engineer, specification requirements, test methods, and the factors determining the 
properties of glued joints are discussed in greater detail than are considerations of 
chemical structure and adhesion theory. In a future edition perhaps further trials 
will permit some amplification of the discussion on melamine formaldehyde 
adhesives. The section on dermatitis lacks the mark of authority shown throughout 
the rest of this otherwise excellent monograph. (668-3)

TUNGSTEN. A Treatise on its Metallurgy, Properties and Applications. 
Colin J. Smithells. 3rd edition. Chapman & Hall, 75s. 24°7 cm. 338 pages. $6 plates.

Since the second edition of this book (1936) there have been considerable developments 

in the technology of tungsten. For this third edition Dr. Smithells, now Director 
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of Research to the British Aluminium Company (and President of the Institute of 
Metals and of the Institution of Metallurgists), has taken up the role of editor, and 
most of the chapters have been written by specialists in the various fields. Twenty-five 
years after its first appearance, this book shows every sign of maintaining its original 
position as the standard work on the subject. (669°734)

METALS. Edited by Edgar Fuchs and H. Bradley. Butterworth in association 
with Imperial Chemical Industries, 22s.6d.

One of three volumes, of which Vol. I (general) has appeared, while Vol. il (welding 
of ferrous metals) still awaits publication. This one covers the welding of copper, 
brasses, bronzes, nickel and nickel-rich alloys, silver, aluminium and lead. Rather 
unexpectedly, a chapter on the brazing of ferrous and non-ferrous metals is provided. 
Welding is a subject which continually develops, and this up-to-date volume should 
provide useful guidance, both practical and metallurgical, to engineers, designers 
and foremen. It is based on booklets drawn up and used by the Imperial Chemical 
Industries.

of buildings from the first production of plastic door knobs by a Scottish chemist 

in 1865 down to the latest productions of the present day. The book is wholly 
practical, its aim being to provide technical guidance for the many uses of plastics 
in building. Details are given of all the available materials for exterior and interior 
application—wall coverings, roofings, partitions, floor coverings, electric and 
sanitary fittings, furniture and miscellaneous items.

of Air Conditioning Plants, Automatic Control, Fume Extraction Plants, and High 

Pressure Welding. There is also a full list of British Standards applying to heating

use. The eight charts on pipe and duct sizes and air humidity add greatly to the 
value of the book.

Architecture 
THE LAW RELATING TO THE ARCHITECT. E. J. Rimmer. 
Stevens & Sons, 35s. 22 cm. 259 pages. Tables. Index. 

The only previous English work on the law relating to the architect was published 
twenty-seven years ago. Since then the science of building has made considerable 
progress and there have been significant changes in the administration of building 
projects. The chapters cover the status, appointment and authority of the architect, 
his legal responsibility in relation to design and construction and surveys of land or 
buildings, his remuneration, the ownership and copyright of drawings, the architect 
as arbitrator, and registration and professional conduct of the architect. Appendices 
give relevant statutes, disciplinary regulations, scales of fees, etc. (720) 


DUBLIN, 1660-1860. A Social and Architectural History. Maurice Craig. 
Cresset Press, 42s. 25*4 cm. 378 pages. 99 illustrations. Map. References. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

Although many of the architectural masterpieces that distinguish Dublin have been 

amply described and illustrated elsewhere, Maurice Craig is the first historian to 

have attempted a comprehensive study of the city’s architecture. He has performed 

this task admirably by painting a detailed record of her buildings against the vivid 

social background of two hundred chequered years. The general reader will enjoy 

the author’s entertaining account of Dublin life even though much of it has been told 
before. The scholar will be grateful for a precisely documented, critically perceptive, 
thoroughly informed and lucidly drawn portrait of Dublin architecture. Well-chosen 
maps, plans, architectural drawings, photographs, and reproductions of prints add 
to the value of this important book. (72079415) 


RENAISSANCE ARCHITECTURE IN ENGLAND. Margaret

Dr. Margaret Whinney of the Courtauld Institute of Art, an authority on the 
influence of the Italian Renaissance on the arts in England, here briefly surveys the 
gradual emergence of an English Renaissance architectural style between the early 
1600s and the Baroque interlude of the late seventeenth and early eighteenth 
centuries. The essay is published appropriately in the tercentenary year of the death 
of Inigo Jones, the master architect of the period. (720-942)

UNKNOWN RENAISSANCE PORTRAITS. Edited by Ludwig Gold- 


scheider. Phaidon Press, 25s. 31 cm. 14 pages of text. 66 plates. 4 illustrations in 
text.

A portrait gallery of Renaissance Europe composed of medals of famous men and 
women of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries in enlarged reproductions. The 
portrait-medal was first created in 1439 by Pisanello, constituting an important 
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medium for exploiting the Renaissance cult of the individual. By reproducing the 
medals in enlarged scale an opportunity is provided for studying the physical and 
psychological features of such diverse personalities as Michelangelo, Titian, Savonarola, 
Pope Alexander VI (Borgia), his daughter Lucrezia, Sultan Mohammed II, Francis I 
of France, and Edward VI and Mary Tudor of England. (737) 


Pottery and Porcelain 

NINETEENTH CENTURY ENGLISH POTTERY AND 
PORCELAIN. Geoffrey Bemrose. Faber, 30s. 25°7 cm. 68 pages. 100 plates 
(4 in colour). Bibliography. Index. (Faber Monographs on Pottery and Porcelain) 


In the words of Mr. W. B. Honey, general editor of this important series, this book 
‘presents a discriminating perspective view’ of nineteenth-century English ceramics. 
It is the first study of a period of many different styles and conflicting aesthetic 
values, the products of which are often regarded either with uncritical enthusiasm 
or with a superficial derision which is a legacy from the anti-Victorian prejudices 
of two or three decades ago. Mr. Bemrose has therefore the difficult task of sorting 
out the diverse influences which together created the Victorian style in pottery and 
porcelain. He distinguishes between types of ware made for specific social classes, 
and examines the problems created by the need for near mass-production designs. 
The result is an extremely interesting and informative study, backed by a selection 
of plates which illustrate both the typical opulent, showy Victorian examples and 
the simpler brown stoneware and ‘cottage’ porcelain which served the needs of the 
less wealthy. Victorian fancies and ‘revival styles’ are also represented. (738-0942) 


Furniture 


A SHORT DICTIONARY OF FURNITURE. John Gloag. Allen & 
Unwin, 42s. 22-2 cm. $74 pages. 630 illustrations. Bibliography. 


A well-planned reference book comprising chapters on the design and terminology 
of furniture, a list of furniture makers in Britain and America and a dictionary of 
names and terms, the latter the most important part of the work occupying 417 pages. 
There are more than 1,700 headings in the dictionary, which is also copiously 
illustrated by line drawings taken from historical and standard works, the whole 
forming a most useful book of rapid reference for the small library or keen amateur. 
The author is a well-known expert on design who has written many books and 
articles. (749°03) 


VICTORIAN FURNITURE. F. Gordon Roe. Phoenix House, 21s. 22°2 cm. 
160 pages. 33 plates. 17 illustrations in text. Index. 


An excellent survey, written in a popular but authoritative style, of Victorian furniture 
and household objects. Emphasis is placed on the domestic background, which is 
brought to life not only in the text but by reproductions from contemporary book 
illustration, photographs, and furniture catalogues. The author distinguishes between 
the early Victorian period, now so fashionable, the middle period of the 1851 Great 
Exhibition epoch, and the ‘aesthetic’ movement of the 1870s onwards, each of which 
present well-defined though overlapping styles in furniture. The author, formerly 
editor of The Connoisseur, has written many books on furniture and handicrafts, 
one of the most recent of which, English Cottage Furniture, is a companion volume 
to the present work.

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Painting 
MODERN ENGLISH PAINTERS. Sickert to Smith. John Rothenstein. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s. 22°8 cm. 256 pages. 32 plates. Index. 
This book by the Director of the Tate Gallery, London, contains studies of seventeen 
modern English painters arranged in chronological order of birth from Walter 
Sickert (1860-1942) to Matthew Smith (b. 1879). Treatment varies in individual 
essays from critical appraisal and examination of specific aspects of an artist’s work to 
a more biographical approach, but in the main the essays deal with the personality 
of each artist and its effect on his painting—with many of the men and women 
about whom he writes Sir John Rothenstein has been personally acquainted. In an 
interesting introduction he discusses the background of modern English painting, 
displaying a refreshing sympathy with both the advanced and the fr se pe 
When a second volume is published there will be available for the first time something 
approaching a complete history of English painting since the end of the nineteenth 
century. (759°2) 


LEONARDO DA VINCI. Kenneth Clark. 2nd edition. Cambridge University 
Press, 358. 25°7 cm. 220 pages. 68 plates. Bibliography. Index. 
This account of Leonardo’s development as an artist by Sir Kenneth Clark, former 
Director of the National Gallery, London, was first published in 1939, being based 
on lectures given at various institutions. The second edition contains a number of 
revisions and a new Introductory Note in which the author stresses the fusion in 
Leonardo’s personality of artistic originality and scientific observation which is in 
such contrast to the gulf between science and art with which we are familiar today. 
Sir Kenneth’s prose is cool and distinguished, his analysis of the paintings and drawings 
constituting one of the most notable contributions to Leonardo appreciation of the 
present century. (759°5) 


LEONARDO DA VINCI: LANDSCAPES AND PLANTS. Edited 
by Ludwig Goldscheider. Phaidon Press, 25s. 31 cm. 18 pages of text. 72 plates. 
14 illustrations in text. 

This near-complete collection of plant and landscape studies appears most opportunely 

during the 400th Anniversary Leonardo Exhibition at Burlington House, London. 

Details from the few surviving paintings are reproduced in their original size as 

well as the many drawings of flowers, fruits, berries, water, rocks, trees and hurricanes 

in which Leonardo (1452-1519) recorded his scientific observations. It is this scientific 
attitude, combined with his imaginative vision which gives Leonardo’s work its 
unique interest. As the first modern scientist and as one of the greatest artists of all 
time Leonardo da Vinci exercises a perennial attraction, as this handsome volume 
ably demonstrates. (759°5) 


THE MIND OF LEONARDO DA VINCI. Edward MacCurdy. 
Reissue. Cape, 18s. 20°5 cm. 360 pages. 8 plates. Index. 
An important study on Leonardo da Vinci (1452-1519), first published in 1928 and 
now reissued in the fourth centenary year of the artist’s birth. Mr. MacCurdy 
has made a careful study of the Notebooks which enables him admirably to document 
his account of Leonardo’s life and very varied studies—painting, warfare, aviation, 
biology, etc. The book is in three parts, the first a biographical narrative, the second 
an examination of the Notebooks, and the third a study of Leonardo’s paintings 
and sculptures. This is a useful book for readers desiring a general introduction to 
Leonardo da Vinci. (759°5)

CAMERA LENSES. A Handbook to Lenses and Accessories for Amateur 
and Professional Photographers. Arthur Lockett. 3rd edition completely revised 
by H. W. Lee. Pitman, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 151 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. 
Index. 

This edition, completely revised, gives an outline of the optics of lenses, paying 

particular attention to the ways in which taking a photograph is affected ty the 

limitations inherent in all optical devices. Filters, view-finders, range-finders and 

shutters are also included in the survey. Knowledge of underlying principles of 

optics is not an essential to good photography, but it can help, especially in preventing 

waste of negative material through attempting the impossible. (771°3)

THE BACKGROUND OF MUSIC. H. Lowery. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 
19 cm. 200 pages. 15 figures (including musical examples). References in text. 
Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson’s University Library) 
This scholarly book will give pleasure to those who are concerned with a purely 
intellectual approach to music. In a comparatively short space and in the clearest 
manner, the writer analyses the relationship between science and music, the properties 
of sound and hearing and the nature of aesthetics and musical criticism. He shows 
the change of outlook in musical training which has developed since the First World 
War allowing students of compositions greater freedom of expression. The final 
chapter of Dr. Lowery’s book concerns researches recently made in musical therapy, 
and may well lead the student to deeper study of this absorbing subject. (781-1) 


THE NIBELUNG’S RING. Richard Wagner. An Act-by-Act Guide to 
the Plot and Music. Aylmer Buesst. Revised edition. Newman Neame: distributed 
by Barrie, 12s. 6d. 19 cm. 248 pages. Musical examples. 

This valuable little handbook was first published in 1932. Lovers of Wagner's operas 

are often handicapped by imperfect appreciation of the story of the Ring, according 

to Wagner’s own version. The writer has set himself the task of clarifying the saga 
in association with the music. He first gives a synopsis of the complete story of the 
cycle with a chronological review of the composer's life and work. He then follows 
the development of each plot with the score, and by naming and numbering phrases 
makes it possible for the listener to grasp the significance of the music in relation to 
the great tetrology. (782-1) 


THE WORLD’S ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF RECORDED MUSIC. 
Francis F. Clough and G. J. Cuming. Sidgwick & Jackson in association with the 
Decca Record Co., 105s. 25*4 cm. 906 pages. Indexes. 

No effort has been spared in the stupendous task of preparing and compiling this 

indispensable volume of recorded music which, to quote its introduction, ‘covers 

every record of permanent music issued since the advent of electrical recording’ up 
to (including the first supplement) May-June 1951. It is unique for its scrupulously 
correct and finely detailed information of recordings, whether available or deleted, 
from every record-making country in the world, including a number of pre-electric 
recordings of historic interest. The ‘diagrammatic explanation’ of the method of 
record prefix and series is a simple clarification and guide, and the list of record- 
makers is indeed a revelation as to the vast amount of research and material in which 
the authors had to deal. It is a work of immeasurable interest and incalculable value 
to everyone concerned with discography. (789°9) 
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The Theatre 
THE UNHOLY TRADE. Richard Findlater. Gollancz, 16s. 22:2 cm. 
224 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The keynote of this vivid, impressionistic account of the contemporary English 
theatre is economics, for the author discovers the common denominator of most 
problems to be some financial anomaly. His frank statement of present-day evils 
and his assessment of modern drama, albeit overfull of generalisations, are arresting 
and salutary. The organisation and balance sheet of the theatre, past and present, 
fill the first portion of the book. The second part particularises. Actor, producer 
and writer are discussed, separately and as component parts of the whole. Form, 
the most noteworthy characteristic of the time, is lengthily dwelt on, a chapter 
each being devoted to plays in verse and plays in prose, and here the work of Eliot, 
Fry, O’Casey and Priestley is closely analysed. (792-09) 


Ballet 

THE ART OF THE DANCE IN FRENCH LITERATURE FROM 
THEOPHILE GAUTIER TO PAUL VALERY. Deirdre Priddin. 
Black, 20s. 23°4 cm. 192 pages. 17 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

For her thesis Miss Priddin has examined with considerable care writings on the 

dance by Gautier, Mallarmé, Jules Lemaitre, Cocteau with other critics of the Diaghilev 

era, Bergson and Paul Valéry. Presenting here their essence, chronologically and 

critically, she offers a series of examples of differing styles and theories of approach 

well worth study by anyone seeking firm foundation for a contemporary aesthetic 

of the ballet and the dance and warmly commended in a preface by Cyril Beaumont 

and a foreword by Arnold Haskell. (792°8) 


Moving Picture Production 
GOOD COMPANY. The Story of the Children’s Entertainment Film 
Movement in Great Britain 1943-1950. Mary Field. Longmans, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
200 pages. 14 illustrations. Index. 
Mary Field, the pioneer creator of children’s entertainment films, describes her career, 
the development of her task and the persistence of her enthusiasm in a pleasantly 
informal and unassuming book. It is interesting to learn that the idea of making films 
for children came in the first place from Mr. J. Arthur Rank, one of the leading 
figures in the British film industry, and Miss Field’s immediate reaction was to try 
‘every form of evasion I could think of on the spur of the moment’. Once accepted, 
the challenge was followed up with enterprise and vigour; as well as supervising 
production of films, Miss Field read stories, planned ahead, directed research projects, 
fought for recognition from the industry and the provision of studio space, lectured 
at home and abroad, and gave key evidence before various committees. The chapter 
on the child audience contains the core of Miss Field’s approach. (792°93) 


THE BRITISH FILM INDUSTRY. A Report by PEP (Political and 
Economic Planning). PEP, 18s. 23-4 cm. 307 pages. Index. 


An extensive and fully documented analysis of the British film industry, its history, 
organisation and economics. The first part traces the development of the industry 
from 1896 to the collapse of the post-war boom three years ago,' outlining the 
growth of monopolistic interests, of American domination, and of Government 
intervention in an always unstable industry; the second describes the structure of 
the present-day industry, and compares it with that of other countries; the third

discusses cinema-going habits, cinema management, and the relationship of producer, 
distributor and exhibitor, concluding with the problem of provision of finance. 
The chapter entitled Conclusions recognises a little cautiously the need ‘for the 
Government not only to protect the industry indefinitely, but also to aid it financially 
for as far ahead as can be seen’, a conclusion which after reading PEP’s able and 
perceptive summary of the issues at stake, cannot satisfactorily be refuted. (792-93)

WITH THE WEST INDIES IN AUSTRALIA, 1951-52. A Critical 
Story of the Tour. A. G. Moyes. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 
18s.6d. 22-2 cm. 180 pages. 15 illustrations. 

As special commentator for the Australian Broadcasting Commission, the author 

accompanied the West Indies cricket team throughout the greater part of its tour 

of Australia in the summer of 1951-2. His account of the tour is a detailed one, 

describing the matches and outlining tactics, not without criticism of each side, and 

summing up the reasons for the failure of the West Indians to live up to their 

reputation. There is a foreword by Sir Donald Bradman, and the scores and 

statistics for the matches played are given in an appendix. (796-3) 


WISDEN CRICKETERS’ ALMANACK, 1952. Edited by Norman 
Preston. 89th year. Sporting Handbooks, limp linen, 12s.6d. 16.5 cm. 1,038 pages. 
Illustrations. Indexes. 

This year the ‘cricketer’s bible’ continues its great traditions under the editorship 

of Norman Preston, son of Hubert Preston, who retired last year after being 

associated with the Almanack since 1895. Full details of international, county and 
school cricket are given. Articles by various authorities include How Test players 
are raised: the Australian method, by A. L. Hassett; Twenty years of Indian Test 
cricket, by V. M. Merchant; and Growth of Hampshire cricket, by E. D. R. Eagar. 

Overseas cricket in 1951 is surveyed, and the visit of the South Africans to England, 

and of the M.C.C. to Canada. A section on births and deaths of cricketers of the 

Commonwealth, an obituary for 1951, and a critical survey of cricket books of 

1951, by John Arlott, are included. (796°3) 


BASIC SWIMMING. Robert Kiphuth and Harry M. Burke. Nicholas Kaye, 
I§S. 22°2 cm. 135 pages. 352 photographs. 
A manual of elementary and advanced lessons for adults and children by two leading 
American swimming instructors. The first part of the work is devoted to showing 
men, women and children how to swim and how to do the basic strokes properly. 
The second part describes the strokes and turns of competitive swimming. The 
book is generously provided with illustrations, many of them being sequences 
from films. (797°2) 


LITERATURE 


THE OPEN NIGHT. John Lehmann. Longmans, 15s. 22-2 cm. 138 pages. 
Mr. Lehmann as poet, editor and publisher has always shown himself to be 
exceptionally aware of the currents of contemporary sensibility and the relation of 
the artist to the modern world. This book of essays is devoted to authors such as 
Henry James, Yeats and Virginia Woolf with whom Mr. Lehmann has experienced 
the most intimate communication, whether through reading or personal acquaintance. 
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His central theme, to which all these appreciations are related, is a vindication of 
imaginative and symbolical literature—prose as well as poctry—in times of material 
and spiritual chaos. It is a defence of the importance of the great writer, possessing 
the gift of imaginative understanding developed to the highest degree, in healing 
the dangerous breach between knowledge and morality. These studies take the 
form of personal affirmations rather than formal criticism, but they are expressed 
with the lucidity and power which come from long meditation and mastery of 
their themes. (804) 


ON READING POETRY. Aubrey de Selincourt. Phoenix House, 6s. 
19 cm. 71 pages. 

This book is intended for readers who feel that poetry is too remote from their 
interests to be worth their attention. The author illustrates by quotations the essential 
qualities of poetry, the faults in certain poems and the di erence between verse 
and poetry. He discusses the assumptions about human life underlying poetry and 
shows poets dealing with these assumptions in various themes. His notes on metre, 
diction and verse form are helpful (that Shakespeare’s sonnet has four quatrains 
must be a misprint). The author’s enthusiasm sometimes makes him forget his 
audience but not enough to prevent their being initiated into the pleasures of poetry.

SPEECH AT WORK. Audrey M. Bullard and E. Dulce Lindsay. Longmans 
(Melbourne, Australia, and London), 21s. 22*2 cm. 180 pages. Bibliographical 
references. Index. 

The authors, both lecturers in speech training, have outlined the principles of good 

speech with the aim of helping teachers of the subject. Chapters include discussion 

of voice production, pronunciation, intelligibility, verse speaking, speech making, 
speech defects and classroom techniques. References to further reading are given, 
and an appendix lists gramophone records of spoken English recommended as good 

models. (808-5) 


English Literature 


MAJORITY, 1931-1952. An Anthology of 21 Years of Publishing. Hamish 
Hamilton, 25s. 22°8 cm. 1,045 pages. 9 Thurber drawings. 
Publishing being a precarious trade, to have survived more than two decades is in 
itself a modest triumph. Mr. Hamilton’s list has long been distinguished, and in 
this large commemorative volume he has included two full-length novels, two plays, 
The Unquiet Grave by ‘Palinurus’ (Cyril Connolly), a number of stories of varying 
length, and a handful of poems. The novels are by Nancy Mitford and Albert Camus, 
the plays by Terence Rattigan and Jean-Paul Sartre, and the poems by Kathleen 
Raine and Paul Dehn. The work of Monica Baldwin, John Gunther, Arthur Koestler, 
Harold Nicolson, Stephen Spender, Frank Swinnerton and Angela Thirkell is also 
represented among other contributions. The only unity in the items chosen lies in 
the fact that they all appeared on the same firm’s list, but they are all, in their particular 
ways, memorable works, and reflect credit on their publisher. (820-08) 


CANADIAN WRITERS. Arthur L. Phelps. McClelland & Stewart (Toronto, 
Canada), $2°00. 20 cm. 126 pages. Selective bibliography for each writer. 


These sketches, ‘adventures in the method of the spoken essay’, bring to the reading 
public, as some of them did to radio audiences, critical reflections on English Canadian 
writers. Some examples widely separated in time, form and style are E. J. Pratt, 
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Thomas Haliburton, Robert Service, Stephen Leacock, L. M. Montgomery, and 
two of the younger poets, A. M. Klein and Earle Birney. There is one short chapter 
on recent French Canadian writing. Consciously limited by his chosen form and 
original purpose, and somewhat eclectic in his listing of the writers’ works, the 
author’s scholarly and literary background yet makes this an informative as well 
as a readable primer of Canadian literature. (820-9C) 


English Poetry 
BORDER BALLADS. Selected and edited by William Beattie. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 256 pages. Glossary. Index. Paper bound. (Penguin Poets) 


The ballad expresses the heart of a people more directly than any other form of 
poetry. It has grown especially well in certain places and among them is the Border 
country of Scotland. The present collection of over fifty ballads is as fine as would be 
expected from the editor and the textual work is beyond reproach. There is a gay 
and charming introduction, which, with its many sensitive and penetrating remarks, 
will become a locus for all students of British ballads. It has an admittedly Scottish 
comparison of English and Scottish ballads, particularly between “The Battle of 
Otterbourne’ and “Chevy Chase’, which is printed in the selection to enable the 
reader to form his own judgment. The apparatus, as always in the series, gives the 
reader all that is necessary. (821-04) 


AN ANTHOLOGY OF AUSTRALIAN VERSE. Chosen by George 
Mackaness. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 21s. 22*2 cm. 
406 pages. Index. 


First published in 1946 as Poets of Australia, Dr. Mackaness’s anthology has been 
revised and renamed for this edition. In an attempt to examine the whole course of 
Australian poetry from 1819 (when Barron Field’s First Fruits of Australian Poetry was 
published) to the present day, the compiler has chosen verse from the work of over 
170 poets. Most of the best poets, as well as some of purely historical significance, are 
represented in this pleasing collection. (821-08A) 


MILTON. E. M. W. Tillyard. Longmans for The British Council, 2s. 21-5 cm. 


$4 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical Supple- 
ments to ‘British Book News’) 


In this short but very illuminating survey Dr. Tillyard is mainly concerned in tracing 
the consequences of the two sides of Milton’s nature, the contemplative and the 
active. He shows to what actions Milton’s thought led him in poetical achievement, 
the treatment of his subjects, his political life and writings, and in his ability to meet 
failure and disappointment. Dr. Tillyard deals with many of Milton’s themes and 
qualities, but emphasises the need of appreciating, particularly in Lycidas, Paradise 
Lost, Paradise Regained and Samson Agonistes, Milton’s development of his dominant 
theme, namely, the prime importance of the state of mind and the dependence of 
action on that state. This clear and scholarly essay will be a valuable help to all readers 
of Milton. (821-4) 


ROBERT BURNS. David Daiches. Bell, 15s. 19 cm. 384 pages. Frontispiece. 
Notes. Index. 


This detailed critical study of Burns’s poetry is the only important one that has 
appeared since Henley’s essay, appended to the Centenary Edition of 1896. It is not a 
great book, to be classed with the lives by Angellier and Hecht, but it is very good 
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and, in the present state of Scottish literary studies, indispensable. These studies are 
in their infancy, and, although that does not altogether account for the shortcomings 
of Mr. Daiches, certainly not for his tendencies to over-emphasis and superficial 
smartness, yet, until more work is done on Scottish literature, we cannot hope for 
anything much better than this clever, stimulating essay. It will be specially useful to 
all students outside Britain; for the principal poems are expounded in detail, and their 
linguistic difficulties fully glossed. (821-6) 


NEWS FROM THE VILLAGE. Gerald Bullett. Cambridge University Press, 
7s.6d. 19 cm. $$ pages. 
A collection of short lyrics describing the recurrent yet always fresh pattern of country 
life, the conflict between youth and age, the dominant rhythm of the seasons and the 
transformation wrought by time. Most of the poems strike a note of quiet though 
melancholy assurance, the expression of a poet sensitive to the beauty that surrounds 
him, but resigned to his departure from it. Like his rhyming and metrical devices 
Mr. Bullett’s emotional effects are simple and restrained, but the best of his verse 
reveals the power to lift the veil of the commonplace and to perceive the enduring 
and innermost qualities of his everyday surroundings. (821-9) 


THE SAILING RACE and Other Poems. Patric Dickinson. Chatto & Windus, 
6s. 20°3 cm. 38 pages. 
Mr. Dickinson is a traditional poet; he eschews free verse, clusters of startling images, 
symboliste allusiveness. Instead, he writes in a formal (and often skilfully elaborate) 
stanza of dignified diction, with deft and effective use of internal rhymes. His poems 
aim to succeed as a whole—not simply as short anthologies of good metaphors. Most 
of the poems are concerned with childhood and the coastal districts of Kent: they 
evoke fresh memories of beaches, sea birds, wide skies and strong breezes, and the 
clean shapes of yachts. (821-9) 


NEW POEMS, 1952. A P.E.N. Anthology. Edited by Clifford Dyment, Roy 
Fuller and Montagu Slater. Introduction by C. V. Wedgwood. Michael Joseph, 
10s.6d. 20°5 cm. 167 pages. 

The editors in compiling this anthology of verse not hitherto published in book form 
aim to ‘give a catholic representation of recent work and to encourage new poets’. 
They also clearly state their preferences: ‘a belief that clarity is a virtue and that 
obscurity for its own sake is not poetic’; that ‘a poem should be about something’; 
in diction they profess an inclination for a ‘return to common speech’. The language 
of common speech for its own sake is not, perhaps, poetic either; but if the result in 
general is competent verse rather than poetry, amongst the seventy-cight poems from 
forty-six contributors (well known or less so) there is much that is of interest.

COLLECTED POEMS, 1921-1951. Edwin Muir. Introduction by J. C. Hall. 
Faber, 15s. 20°9 cm. 196 pages. Author’s note. Index of first lines. 


This collection contains all the poems that Mr. Muir wishes to preserve from his 
nee volumes, together with nine new pieces, including “The Killing’ and the 
lovely ‘Orpheus’ Dream’, written since the publication of The Labyrinth. That volume 
is reprinted entire, and The Narrow Place and The Voyage with only a few omissions. 
The earlier volumes have been cut by about half. Mr. Hall’s biographical and critical 
introduction is excellent, and the collection owes a great deal to his arrangement.

Edwin Muir is one of the great poets of our time, and the modesty and self-criticism 
apparent throughout these Collected Poems are of a piece with his undisputed quality 
and his powers of development. (821-9) 


LEICHHARDT IN THEATRE. Francis Webb. Angus & ‘Robertson (Sydnéy, 
Australia, and London), 15s. 22°2 cm. 47 pages. Notes. 

This small volume of poems, most of which have already appeared in the Sydney 

Bulletin, takes its title from the chief work of the collection, an imaginative and 

dramatic account of the journeys of the explorer Ludwig Leichhardt. The sixteen 

poems show the originality, power and unusual grasp of technique that were so 


largely responsible for the favourable reception of the young poet’s first publication, 
A Drum for Ben Boyd. (821-9A) 


English Drama 
PLAYS OF THE YEAR. Volume 5, 1950-51. Edited by J. C. Trewin. Elek 
Books, 18s. 19 cm. 490 pages. 

This half-yearly publication, now firmly established, contains Lace On Her Petticoat, 
by Aimée Stuart, a Scots domestic comedy concerned with the relations of two 
children beset by the social differences and rigid conventions of 1885; Count Your 
Blessings, by Ronald Jeans, ‘a comedy of the ill-to-do’, a well-contrived sparkling 
play on the borderlines of farce; Doctor’s Delight, adapted from Le Malade Imaginaire 
by Sir Barry Jackson (later performed in London as The Gay Invalid), a free version 
of Moliére’s last comedy; The Gentle Gunman, by Roger MacDougall, sinccre and 
warmly written, on divided opinions in the LR.A., in Ulster and Eire, 1942; and 
The Children’s Hour, by Lillian Hellman, poignant, melodramatic, on a censored 
theme, still banned by the Lord Chamberlain from public performances. (822-9) 


English Essays 

WORKS AND MORE. Max Beerbohm. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 251 pages. 
The essays in this book, first published in 1930, were selected from two groups of 
Sir Max Beerbohm’s essays: Works (1896) and its supplement More (1899). As 
supreme examples of the literary essay they have never lost their appeal. The author’s 
finished and incisive style is all his own, and so is his point of view as he talks—for 
all his writing is polished talk—about some period of history, his contemporaries, 
school and university days, leisure, children, fashions and ‘philistines’. Like Charles 
Lamb, he is a great refiner of taste; the slipshod and the pretentious receive short 
shrift, as with wit and irony he accompanies his reader along many delightful by-paths 
of art, literature and life. This book will again be warmly welcomed. (824°9) 


English Miscellany 
LLEWELYN POWYS. A Selection from his Writings made by Kenneth 
Hopkins. Macdonald, 16s. 22-2 cm. 318 pages. 10 illustrations. Bibliography. 

Llewelyn Powys died in 1939 just as the remarkable power and versatility of his 
writing were beginning to be recognised. The present anthology is excellently chosen 
to illustrate the range of his talent. It contains extracts from his autobiography 
Impassioned Clay and his novel Love and Death as well as literary and reflective essays, 
letters and travel sketches, the last including some magnificent descriptions of the 
landscapes of North America, East Africa and the West Indies. Powys possessed an 
intensely heightened awareness of experience and his prose style combines the keenest 
physical sensibility with a warm understanding of human motives. This selection is 
particularly welcome since so much of his best writing is now out of print. (828-9) 
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CUPID AND THE JACARANDA. Sacheverell Sitwell. Macmillan, 24s. 
22*2 cm. 324 pages. 
Mr. Sitwell’s book is written in the same mode as his well-known Dance of the Quick 
and the Dead, a fantasy of personal experience arising from those landscapes or works 
of art which the author cherishes most intimately. His starting-point here is Watteau’s 
painting “L’Embarquement pour Cythére’ and this image inspires a series of essays 
in reminiscence on the costumes, the music, the architecture and the flora of 
Mediterranean lands. His imagination wanders freely over the immense range of his 
travels and his reading of the past, and these scenes, real and imaginary, are described 
in that elaborate pictorial style which Mr. Sitwell has made distinctively his own.

German Literature 
RAINER MARIA RILKE. A Study of his Later Poetry. Hans Egon Holthusen. 
Translated from the German by J. P. Stern. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 6s. 18-4 cm. 
61 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature and Thought) 
This early volume in a new series is by a German critic who is himself a well-known 
poet. His attempt to expound in small compass Rilke’s exceedingly abstruse later 
oetry has been translated by Dr. Stern with remarkable skill, and it will be welcomed 
S those who both understand German and are familiar with the Duino Elegies and 
the Sonnets to Orpheus. Though Herr Holthusen’s analysis of Rilke’s use of the German 
language will not be wholly illuminating to those who have no German, the reader 
who can digest terms such as ‘idiopathic’, ‘poetological’ and ‘microphysics of the 
heart’, or phrases like ‘the activity of feelingly relating things within the world of 
inwardness’, will be rewarded by a heightened understanding of the poet who has 
expressed so poignantly the loneliness of modern man. (831°9) 


French Literature 


LA FONTAINE’S FABLES. Translated into English verse by Sir Edward 
Marsh. Dent, 5s. 17 cm. 349 pages. (Everyman’s Library) 
Just over twenty years ago, Sir Edward Marsh beguiled a voyage to South Africa 
and back by translating La Fontaine’s fables into verse which is always easy to enjoy 
and which in many instances has real felicity. Jean de La Fontaine (1621-95) published 
his fables in two parts, the first in 1668, and the second in an edition, dated ten years 
later, which included all he wrote. ‘Most men can no more keep their hands off gold 
than they can keep their eyes off beauty’—so begins the fable of ‘The Dog and His 
Master’s Dinner’: gold and beauty are both to be found in this most intelligent 
reprint. (841-4) 


BAUDELAIRE. P. Mansell Jones. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 6s. 18-4 cm. 
63 pages. Biographical note. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature 
and Thought) 

This essay gives us the well-known details of Baudelaire’s life and work in their 

general setting (and the—with this critic—inevitable reference to the sixteenth 

century Maurice Scéve). Once away from generalisations, in analysis of the poems, 

Professor Mansell Jones has written some pages of sympathetic Baudelaire criticism 

which have hardly been bettered. And how welcome is his praise of Baudelaire’s 

prose which ‘in its controlled vigour and effortless balance reminds one at times of 

Newman’s’! An engaging feature of this series is the rule that translations of passages 

quoted in the text are discreetly banished to an appendix in very small print where 

they need annoy no one. (841-8) 
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PAUL VALERY. The Mind in the Mirror. Elizabeth Sewell. Bowes & Bowes 
(Cambridge), 6s. 18-4 cm. 61 pages. Biographical note. Bibliography. (Studies in 
Modern European Literature and Thought) 

Here was a magnificent subject waiting to be treated—the mirror theme in 

literature—and Miss Sewell studies it here. She shows how the mirror helps to 

explain Valéry’s use of monologue and dialogue, his attitude to dreams, darkness 
and the contradictions of life. She takes one aspect of the mind’s working and lets 
it run its course through Valéry’s prose into the poetry, and since she knows her 

Valéry in and out the method is highly successful. She disclaims any intention of 

making her book a commentary or interpretation, yet it can hardly help being both. 

Valéry was always thinking about thinking, and that is what Miss Sewell makes us 

do. She has produced a little masterpiece. (841-9) 


Chinese Literature 
T‘AO THE HERMIT. Sixty Poems by T‘ao Chien (365-427). Translated, 
introduced and annotated by William Acker. Thames & Hudson, 15s. 22°2 cm. 
1$7 pages. 
T‘ao Ch‘ien was the foremost Chinese poet of the “Twilight Ages’—the four hundred 
years separating the Han and T‘ang dynasties, when China was largely overrun by 
barbarian invaders. Though he renounced the official career for which his intellectual 
equipment would have fitted him, and chose to lead a quiet life on his farm, he was 
hardly a hermit in the fullest sense, being evidently fond of feasting and drinking 
with congenial friends. A representative selection of his poems, very few of which 
have been translated before, is presented to us here; mostly concerned with his own 
personal thoughts and experiences, they are notable for their perfect naturalness and 
simplicity. Mr. Acker’s introduction tells us all that we might like to know about 
T‘ao Chtien’s life, character and philosophical views, and in an appendix he expounds 
very ably the main problems that confront a translator of Chinese poetry in general.

HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


THE ANN UAL REGISTER. A Review of Public Events at Home and Abroad 
for the Year 1951. Edited by Ivison S. Macadam, assisted by Hugh Latimer. 
Longmans, 63s. 22-5 cm. $26 pages. Tables. Index. 

Experts in many branches of learning have contributed to this review of public 

events in 1951. Part I, History of the United Kingdom, includes chapters on defence 

and rearmament; the nation generally, including the Festival of Britain; foreign policy 
regarding the Middle East; the General Election. Part II deals with Commonwealth 
affairs, and Part III with foreign history. There follows a chronicle of world events; 

a retrospect of British literature, art and science during 1951, as well as information 

regarding finance, trade and industry and law. The texts of the Treaty of Peace with 

Japan (8 September) and the Pacific Security Treaty (1 September) are given. A short 

obituary section is appended. (905)

MY WAY LEADS ME SEAWARD. Frank Wightman. Allen & Unwin, 183s. 
22*2 cm. 200 pages. 16 illustrations. Line drawings at chapter-headings. Endpaper 
map. 

The same author’s book The Wind Is Free introduced readers to his ocean-going craft, 

the Wylo. His new account relates his adventures in a journey from Trinidad and 
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through the West Indian island groups, then up the inland waterways to Baltimore, 
U.S.A. The Wylo was then shipped as deck cargo to New York and away to South 
Africa, so it is seailide that My Way Leads Me Seaward is a prelude to still more deep-sea 
sailing. It is welcome for its fresh, straightforward feeling of release. Mr. Wightman’s 
passion is for the sea, single-handed travel if necessary but, for preference, with a stout 
companion. He has long shown himself equal to any challenge. (910°45) 


ENGLISH TRAVELLERS ABROAD, 1604-1667. John Walter Stoye. 
Cape, 30s. 22°8 crh. 479 pages. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Of first-rate importance for serious readers of seventeenth-century history. The 
theme is the movement of English travellers in western Europe during that period. 
A close examination of the journeys undertaken by distinguished (and a large number 
of forgotten) Englishmen during those years brings out very clearly the way in which 
the fashionable ‘Grand Tour’ of the eighteenth century was developed. The author is 
not merely descriptive. He probes such important questions as the effects of continental 
travel on English fashions, thought, taste in books, pictures, buildings, and music. 
He has searched painstakingly for his material and his scholarly work makes an 
important addition to the travel literature of the time. (914) 


THE BROADS. R. H. Mottram. Hale, 18s. 21-9 cm. 262 pages. 25 plates. 
Endpaper map. Index. (Regional Books) 
Mr. Mottram begins with his own recollections of the Broads in the late ‘nineties, 
and then traces their gradual commercialisation, which began with the growth of 
communications by rail. This is illustrated by entcrtaining extracts from contemporary 
guide-books and tourist literature. The other aspects are set out in chapters on “The 
Natives’, on Wild Life, by E. A. Ellis, and on sailing and yacht racing. In a final 
chapter Mr. Mottram discusses the various trends which threaten the future of the 
Broads and the possibility of the area becoming a National Park. Apart from its 
inherent interest, this excellent book should assist in a satisfactory solution. (914*2) 


FROM A GARDEN IN LONDON. Henrik V. Ringsted. Cape, 15s. 
20°3 cm. 279 pages. 
Mr. Ringsted is a Dane who, having fallen in love with London, secks to interpret 
the capital and its inhabitants to puzzled visitors from overseas. He explains how a 
resident foreigner must conform to local practice—for example, by cultivating his 
garden and becoming a cat-lover—before he can be accepted by his neighbours. 
Delighting in the absurdities of Londoners—their plumbing, their conversational 
habits, their licensing laws—he leads his readers (though this is not a guide-book) 
through little-known by-ways to meet several odd characters, to watch ceremonies 
of great antiquity and to visit many buildings of historic or literary interest.

SPRING IN SICILY. Peter Quennell. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 15s. 22°2 cm. 
112 pages. 22 illustrations by Joan Rayner and others. Endpaper map. 
Sicily, with its relics of successive civilisations and the history of their vicissitudes, 
offers rich material for the alert and informed commentaries of Mr. Quennell—for 
his journey is as much through time as through space. His sympathy for the artists 
‘whose love of life, and of the world of happiness, have fought a winning battle’ 
against that ‘horror of life’ which afflicts so many contemporaries, is refreshing to the 
spirit. Whether he is contemplating the Athenian disaster at Syracuse, the achievements 
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of the Norman age in Palermo, the Baroque inspiration of that ‘enchanting town’, 
Noto, or the reactions of Goethe to the island scene, Mr. Quennell through his virile 
prose imparts his discoveries and reflections with precision to the reader. This is 
topographical writing of a high standard. (914°5) 


A SABINE JOURNEY to Rome in Holy Year. Anthony Rhodes. Putnam, 
18s. 20°3 cm. 196 pages. 33 photographs by Richard Rhodes. Map. 
There is an engaging directness and humour in Mr. Rhodes’s narrative of his journey 
with a donkey from Terni to Rome. These serve to lighten his descriptions of life in 
the Sabine mountains, where existence is harder than in many parts of Italy. Destined 
also to be harassed and despoiled throughout their history, it is little wonder that its 
inhabitants have developed a fatalism and reserve, with a sardonic humour—all of 
which the author successfully conveys. Though he is aware of their shortcomings, his 
admiration and sympathy for them are profound. Against this background, the 
well-observed and often comic anecdotes of the fellow-pilgrims he encountered 
stand out with added sharpness. The excellent photographs by his brother assist 
materially in re-creating the atmosphere of the countryside. (914°5) 


ROUND AND ABOUT SPAIN. A. F. Tschiffely. Hodder & Stoughton, 
20s. 22°8 cm. 318 pages. Sketch maps and decorations by the author. Index. 
In his latest travel narrative, Mr. Tschiffely takes his readers on a 5,000-mile traverse 
of Spain—but this time on a motor cycle. Speaking the language and knowledgeable 
in Spanish history and culture, he is well equipped to interpret sympathetically the 
ordinary people he encountered, and it is this aspect of his book that will make 
the greater appeal, though there is also much of the detail useful to tourists. The 
reader will gain a vivid insight into the regional diversities of those he may previously 
have regarded simply as ‘Spaniards’, and into the spirit which carries them through 
exacting conditions. Apart from occasional infelicities of style and details, the book 
makes engrossing reading. (914°6) 


MY HILL SO STRONG. Jean Kingdon-Ward. Cape, 15s. 20°3 cm. 
240 pages. 16 photographs. Map. Index. 
Mr. Kingdon-Ward’s descriptions of his plant-hunting expeditions to the high lands 
between India, China and Tibet are well known. Now his wife takes up the task 
of describing a journey from Assam up the Lohit valley into Tibet. The rigours 
of this long walk, the rough ground and primitive bridges, the capriciousness of 
porters (which baulked them of their goal, the alpine slopes in Tibet), above all the 
appalling havoc wrought by the 1950 earthquake, make a stirring tale. Botanists 
and horticulturalists will value the notes on flowers in a native setting which they 
are unlikely to see for themselves. (015-41) 


THE VALLEY OF THE ASSASSINS and Other Persian Travels. Freya 
Stark. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 287 pages. Paper bound. 

Her Baghdad Sketches had already shown that Miss Stark had great gifts as a descriptive 
writer, but it was The Valley of the Assassins, first published in 1934, describing 
journeys in remote parts of Persia, which established her reputation in the literature 
of travel and gave promise of a place in the company of its greatest exponents. 
The book is, also, extremely good entertainment and this cheap reprint is opportune.

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IN SOUTH AFRICA. Francis Brett Young. Heinemann, 15s. 23°5 cm. 
152 pages. 18 colour plates. Drawings in text. Endpaper map. 
This book by the distinguished novelist describes the landscape, history and modern 
development of the Union of South Africa, plus Southern Rhodesia, for the instruction 
of the tourist. The writer is at his best in describing visual aspects of the landscape in 
varied atmospheric conditions, in terms which will bring home their characteristics 
to dwellers elsewhere. The country is plainly deeply rooted in his affections. There 
are occasional passages, however, which recall the tones of a publicity pamphlet. 
Social and political problems are dealt with rather peremptorily, but it should be 
remembered that the book was written six years ago. (916-8) 


THE IMMACULATE FOREST. An Account of an Expedition to 
Unexplored Territories between the Andes and the Amazon. W. R. Philipson. 
Hutchinson, 18s. 21°8 cm. 224 pages. 32 photographs. 2 maps. Endpaper map. 
Index. 

Dr. Philipson describes simply and vividly a botanical expedition to the tropical 

forests of Colombia at the eastern foot of the Andes. A few small ranges of mountains 

crop out from the plain of the Amazon and the relationships of their floras with 
one another and with that of the Andes is of considerable importance to biogeography. 

The Macarena mountains had never before been climbed and the expedition had 

to make its own maps and cut its own tracks. A chapter at the end summarises the 

interesting biological results, but the main fascination of the book to the non- 

specialist is in the descriptions of untouched forest. (918-61) 


SYDNEY FROM THE SKY. A Camera Study. Frank Hurley. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 15s. 26 cm. 46 pages. 41 illustrations. 
Endpaper maps. 

Like Frank Hurley’s earlier camera studies this book is notable for its striking 

photographs. The city of Sydney, its harbour and its surroundings are attractively 

depicted in a series of full-page aerial views. Brief notes at the end of the book are 

a useful supplement to the photographs. (919°44) 


Biography 
LOUISA MAY ALCOTT. Madeleine B. Stern. Nevill, 21s. 20°3 cm. 
440 pages. 8 illustrations. Bibliography. Notes on sources. Index. 

This excellent and well-documented biography has long been wanted to put Louisa 
Alcott (1832-88), author of the famous Little Women, in her proper historical 
background, and to bring out the significance of those brave, unworldly men who, 
with her father, forged the shape of life to be in New England. Her childhood 
gave her courage both of body and mind. High ideals and hard living were sweetened 
with affectionate understanding, and she grew up among rebels, reformers, and 
anti-slavery martyrs. At twenty-nine she nursed men wounded in the Civil War. 
The actuality of those scenes drove melodrama out of her, and thenceforth she 
found real life the unfailing source of inspiration. Miss Stern has a capable style and 
has built a powerful story which leaves us with a deeper understanding not only 
of the Alcotts but of the growth of New England society. (92) 


RUMOUR AND REFLECTION. Bernard Berenson. Constable, 30s. 
22°2 cm. 400 pages. Index. 

His advanced age and his long association with Italy decided Mr. Berenson, the 

celebrated art critic, to remain there throughout the war. This diary, which runs 
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from January 1941 until the liberation of Florence, records his thoughts and 
conversations as they arose from his reading and the turn of events. Mr. Berenson 
is at once a detached and a passionate student of history, and the fact of being cut 
off from reliable sources of news seems only to have stimulated his speculations 
on the meaning and the consequences of the war. Read today, his reflections on 
the post-war relations of Europe, America and the rest of the world reveal a 
remarkable insight into the fundamental issues which could only spring from a 
sure though independent appraisal of the past. His style is perfectly matched to 
the diary form, modest, fluent, precise, yet considerably richer in meaning than 
might at first appear. (92) 


BOSWELL IN HOLLAND, 1763-1764. Including his correspondence 
with Belle de Zuylen (Zélide). Edited by Frederick A. Pottle. Heinemann, 25s. 
23°5 cm. 450 pages. 4 illustrations. Endpaper map. Index. 

Boswell in Holland is the second volume of the edition for general readers of Boswell’s 

newly discovered private papers. It follows the London Journal 1762-1763, which 

was reviewed in British Book News, April 1951. Boswell’s Dutch journal was lost. 

This book has been compiled by Professor Pottle of Yale University, U.S.A., from 

Boswell’s letters, memoranda to himself, etc. It does not, therefore, display his 

literary genius for self-revelation as did the London Journal, but the self-revelations 

are all the more frank and informal because taken from private documents. They 
re-create vividly his life as a law student, when for ten months he was heroically 

‘modest, studious, frugal, reserved and chaste’, which almost drove him mad. But he 

courted among others the famous Zélide and their correspondence from 1764 to 

1769, ‘one of the oddest series of love letters ever written’, is given in this book.

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF SIR EDWIN CHADWICK. S. E. Finer. 
Methuen, 42s. 22-2 cm. 567 pages. 3 illustrations. Bibliography. Chronology. 
Index. 

Sir Edwin Chadwick is not an attractive subject for a biographer, and Mr. Finer 

is resigned to the Victorian assessment of him as an intolerant, tactless man, lacking 

in imagination, devoid of humour, priggishly self-righteous, a tight-lipped intellectual 
impatient of fools, but with an incredible appetite for work, and a passion for public 
service. Not a romantic figure. Why, then, this book? For the excellent reason 
that the man is the key to much of the history of nineteenth-century England. 

Mr. Finer’s theme is that the great social reforms of the period were mainly the work 

of a small group of zealous Civil Servants, of whom Chadwick (1800-1890) was 

easily the most influential. In proving his point he makes an important contribution 
to English social history, and provides an indispensable reference book for students 

of the period. (92) 


JOHN CONSTABLE AND THE FISHERS. The Record of a Friend- 
ship. R. B. Beckett. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 22°2 cm. 315 pages. 8 plates. 
3 illustrations in text. Map. Index. 
This book contains the full and authentic text of the correspondence exchanged 
between the landscape painter John Constable (1766-1837) and members of the Fisher 
family, particularly John Fisher, Bishop of Salisbury, who was a close friend of 
George III. These letters are important source material for Constable’s life but have 
never before been published in their entirety. Mr. Beckett provides a running 
commentary (in smaller type) to the letters, which are thus made into a continuous 
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narrative. In addition to the Constable interest these letters are an interesting 
commentary on the social life of the time as lived in comfortable ecclesiastical circles.

CHRISTOPHER FRY ALBUM. Derek Stanford. Nevill, 16s. 25-4 cm. 


116 pages. Illustrations. 


Presented in the style of the popular illustrated magazines, this ‘album’ provides 
a somewhat journalistic account by a friend (including some personal reminiscences) 
of Fry’s life and dramatic career; this is followed by captioned photographs of 
scenes from the seven best known plays, together with a brief description of each 
and (in most cases) the cast of the first London production. Since Fry’s sparkling 
and completely original verse plays have enchanted large audiences both at home and 
abroad, this book is likely to have a wide appeal among theatre-goers. Mr. Stanford 
is the author of a more serious study of Fry the dramatist. (92) 


AS THE SAILOR LOVES THE SEA. The Autobiography of Ballard 
Hadman. Heinemann, 15s. 20-3 cm. 242 pages. 12 illustrations from pencil drawings 
by the author. Map. 


This is an attractively written account of how an American girl fell under the spell 
of life in Alaska, where she spent several years, including some difficult interludes 
in wartime, and where she married into the community of fisher-folk. Her life 
was rewarded with much personal happiness, and her book, besides recording this, 
is of interest and value for its descriptions (and admirable drawings) of methods of 
fishing in those far waters, and for its land- and sea-scapes of a part of the world 
which fully deserves the adjective ‘bizarre’. (92) 


A MANY-SPLENDOURED THING. Han Suyin. Cape, 15s. 20°3 cm. 
384 pages. 
Han Suyin is a Chinese woman who, with a British Council scholarship, studied 
medicine in England and returned to her own country to practise during the recent 
civil war. While staying in Hong Kong she fell in love with the foreign correspondent 
of a London newspaper who was later killed in Korea. This book is the story of 
her unhappy love affair, written in a cliché-ridden and over-emotional style that 
is, perhaps, the result of being too near in time to the experience described. 
Nevertheless, the book has a political and historical interest in the account it gives 
of the lives of ordinary people in the midst of a fierce ideological conflict. Its comment 
on the present war in Korea is disturbing. (92) 


MADELEINE GROWN UP. Mrs. Robert Henrey. Dent, 15s. 22-2 cm. 
319 pages. 
This, the second volume of her autobiography, covers one momentous year in the 
author’s life, carrying the story on from where she left it at the end of The Little 
Madeleine to her marriage in 1929. She describes her experiences among the rich 
and eccentric as a manicurist at the Savoy Hotel, London, and her home life with 
her widowed French mother in extreme poverty in one room in Soho. These two 
contrasting backgrounds are vividly drawn and there are many penetrating portraits 
of her colleagues, her neighbours and those she met during five months spent in 
the Pyrenees, recovering from pleurisy. (92) 
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HENRY VIII: A DIFFICULT PATIENT. Sir Arthur Salusbury 
MacNalty. Christopher Johnson, 18s. 22°2 cm. 202 pages. 2 plates. Bibliography. 
( Medical Viewpoint Series) 
Sir Arthur MacNalty demonstrates how the deterioration in Henry VIII's health, 
which began at middle age, transformed him from a jovial, generous king ruling 
constitutionally into an avaricious, morose tyrant, who sacrificed some of his wisest 
and most loyal counsellors to expediency and intrigue. The book is more than a 
record of Henry VIII's personality and medical history gleaned from despatches 
of foreign ambassadors, accounts in State Papers and contemporary letters; evidence 
is brought forward to show that history was to some extent shaped by the diseases 
that warped the mind of this forceful monarch. For medical men the new material, 
showing the influence of his doctors upon the king, has special interest, and historians 
will enjoy a new viewpoint on the course of Henry VIII's reign. (92) 


GEORGE ISAACS: Printer, Trade-Union Leader, Cabinet Minister. 

G. G. Eastwood. Odhams Press, 16s. 21°5 cm. 223 pages. 15 illustrations. Index. 
Mr. Isaacs has spent many years as leader of the National Society of Operative 
Printers and Assistants, and it is fitting that his biography should be written by the 
Assistant Secretary of the Printing and Kindred Trades Federation. The author 
describes how, from humble origins, Isaacs rose to international fame as a union 
leader; how, too, he began his political career in local government and in due course 
entered Parliament, to become in 1945 Minister of Labour and National Service 
in the Labour Government. The book is interesting for its inside information on 
both trade union and Labour government affairs. (92) 


RETROSPECT. The Memoirs of the Rt. Hon. Viscount Simon. Hutchinson, 
258. 23*4 cm. 327 pages. 32 illustrations. Index. 
Half a century of British history is vividly recalled by this autobiography of one 
of our great statesmen. First returned to Parliament as a Liberal in 1906, he was in 
the Commons for about thirty years before becoming Lord Chancellor. In the 
meantime he held the key positions of Attorney General, Home Secretary, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer and Foreign Secretary, besides presiding over the Indian Statutory 
Commission of 1927-30. His book is therefore an engrossing commentary on many 
famous events, such as the passing of the Parliament Bill of 1911, the General Strike 
of 1926, and the Munich Agreement of 1938. (92) 


RED DUST OF AFRICA. Alyse Simpson. Cassell, 15s. 22-2 cm. 200 pages. 
An interesting feature of this account of a woman’s life on a Kenya farm is that the 
author is a Swiss girl who left the comfortable security of her family to share the 
adventure of farming a remote and profitless valley in the Kavirondo country. 
It was a difficult transition to make a double acclimatisation, to a strange and 
dangerous country and to the equally unexplored British temperament. How this 
was done is her story. (92) 


BEATRICE WEBB’S DIARIES, 1912-1924. Edited by Margaret I. Cole. 
Introduction by the Rt. Hon. Lord Beveridge. Longmans, 24s. 22*2 cm. 298 pages. 
4 illustrations. Index. 


Beatrice Webb described the early years of her life in My Apprenticeship. Our 
Partnership, which followed, and which was edited by Barbara Drake and Margaret I. 
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Cole, dealt with her married life to 1911. The present volume deals with a very 
active period in the lives of Sidney and Beatrice Webb. The diaries record their 
private aims and achievements, including the publication of their History of Trade 
Unionism and other works. Of greater interest still to the historian and to the general 
reader will be Mrs. Webb’s shrewd comments on many of the people most prominent 


in political and cultural life of the time. (92) 


WHO’S WHO IN ART. 6th edition. Art Trade Press, 50s. 19 cm. 634 pages. 
This new edition (revised, enlarged and reset) contains some 3,000 biographies of 
leading men and women in the world of art today—artists, designers, craftsmen, 
critics, writers, teachers, collectors and curators (chiefly British). The reproductions 
of artists’ signatures has also been amplified; and a new feature is the obituary section.

Europe 
RENAISSANCE AND REFORMATION. V. H. H. Green. Edward 
Amold, 15s. 22*2 cm. 463 pages. 13 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
A survey of European history between 1450 and 1660 designed primarily for history 
specialists in schools, and for university students. It should, however, find a wider 
public, for it is not just another brief epitome of the facts needed for examination 
answers. The author has read widely, keeps abreast of modern scholarship, and from 
a well-stored memory packs into his pages a great deal of out-of-the-way information, 
and quotations which lend novelty to his narrative. Anyone wishing to go further 
into the subjects dealt with here will find much useful information in the notes 


and bibliography. (940-2)

PRISONERS OF HOPE. Michael Calvert. Introduction by Peter Fleming. 
Cape, 16s. 20°3 cm. 303 pages. 9 illustrations. 5 maps. 

This is the detailed story of the actions of 77 Infantry Brigade during the operations 
in Burma in 1944 when the allied forces turned from the defensive to the attack. 
Commanded by the author it was one of the Long Range Penetration units under 
the orders of the legendary Wingate and one of the first formations to be flown 
in and completely supplied by the Allied Air Forces. Brigadier Calvert tells his 
thrilling story well and, in addition to contributing to the history of the war, he 
provides a valuable textbook on the tactics of independent air-borne forces. The 
operation was completely successful but the author frankly discusses the mistakes 
he made in the light of their results. (9407542) 


THEY SAVED LONDON. Bernard Newman. Werner Laurie, 12s.6d. 
22°2 cm. 192 pages. 3 maps. Index. 
Bernard Newman, a writer at times of spy fiction, has on this occasion produced 
a true spy story. From numerous official and unofficial documents and interviews, 
British, Polish and German (including several first-hand accounts), he has skilfully 
pieced together the history of the Flying Bomb and the Rocket. From these sources 
he shows how the resource and courage of the Polish Underground Movement 
and the Royal Air Force delayed the bombardment, and prevented it from becoming 
the extremely serious menace it was intended to be. Of particular interest is the 
description of the exciting flight of an R.A.F. Dakota, which, in July 1944, landed 
on a small fighter airstrip in the depths of occupied Poland, collected the main 
parts of an undamaged “V’ weapon and flew back with them to England. (940-544) 
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THE NAKED ISLAND. Russell Braddon. Werner Laurie, 15s. 22°2 cm. 
266 pages. 9 sketches. 
Russell Braddon, an Australian, who was a private in the Second World War, 
took part in the disastrous retreat in Malaya before the fall of Singapore. He was 
then captured by the Japanese, at whose hands he suffered gross ill-treatment for 
three years in various prison camps. Towards the end of his captivity he worked 
on the notorious railway line in Thailand which is said to have cost a life for every 
sleeper laid. The majority of his companions died of cholera, dysentery, under- 
nourishment or of injuries received from their brutal guards. The author writes 
simply and movingly of the grim experiences he endured with such high courage, 
while the graphic sketches of a fellow-prisoner, Ronald Searle, add poignancy to 


the story. (940°547) 


ESCAPE TO CAPTIVITY. Peter Hartley. Dent, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 220 pages. 
Portrait. 
The author, at the age of twenty-one, was a sergeant in Singapore at its capitulation, 
escaped to Sumatra, was captured by the Japanese and spent three-and-a-half years 
in the camps already so often described in their revolting physical aspect. Today, 
ten years later, the author is a country curate. Here, profoundly affected by the idea 
of redemption in the Christian faith, he relates, by implication, the spiritual 
experiences derived from the desire to survive, which replaced all other desires. 
These led him naturally to the service of the Christian Church. (940°547) 


THE HAPPY HUNTED. George Clifton. Cassell, 21s. 21-5 cm. 404 pages. 
13 illustrations. 2 maps. 
One half of this book is an intimate war-history of the New Zealand Forces in the 
Near and Middle East from early 1941 to the autumn of 1942; the other half is 
the author’s personal experiences as a prisoner of the Italians and Germans. As a 
senior engineer officer he served in the first Libyan offensive and in Greece, and 
later commanded a brigade in the Western Desert where he was captured. He escaped 
and was captured again, but continued his attempts until the ninth was finally 
successful in March 1945. All these are related in fascinating detail and among the 
highlights of this interesting book are the accounts of the author’s two meetings 
with Rommel who impressed him deeply as a leader and a just man. (940°548) 


THE DIARY OF A YOUNG GIRL. Anne Frank. Translated from the 
Dutch by B. M. Mooyaart-Doubleday. Constellation Books, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
299 pages. 5 plates. 2 illustrations in text. 

This is the diary of a thirteen-year-old girl who, with seven other German Jewish 

refugees, lived concealed in a ‘secret annexe’ in a building in Amsterdam from 

July 1942 to August 1944, when they were discovered and taken away to concentration 

camps where she and six others died. A remarkably perceptive child, she writes 

simply and vividly of her own psychological development and of her barely tolerable 
day-to-day existence, with its constant fear of discovery, its monotonous diet, and 
its strained human relationships. It is a story of human ingenuity, fortitude and 

endurance, told without self-pity and with very considerable narrative skill. (940-548) 


SPYCATCHER. Oreste Pinto. Werner Laurie, 12s. 6d. 24 cm. 175 pages. Index. 


Colonel Pinto, for many years one of our leading experts on counter-espionage, 
here tells the story of some of his successes during the war in trapping suspected 
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spics. From what he relates it is interesting to contrast British methods of interrogation 
with those of the Germans: psychology and cunning compared with brutality and 
torture. As far as can be judged our methods seem to have been the more fruitful. 
One of the most interesting chapters is that on the arrest and suicide of Christian 
Lindemans, the Dutch Resistance leader, who is said by the author to have given 
away to the enemy the plans of the Arnhem air-borne operation. (940°548) 


Britain 
DURHAM. Sir Timothy Eden. 2 vols. Hale, 18s. each. 22-2 cm. 300 : 388 pages. 
Frontispieces. Folding map in Vol. 2. Bibliography. Index. (County Books) 
Sir Timothy Eden has written an extremely illuminating and attractive history of 
the County Palatine from the establishment of Christianity by the seventh-century 
St. Aidan, and the assumption of political powers by the Bishop of Durham under 
the early Normans, down to the industrialisation of the nineteenth century and 
‘almost the present day’. Many remarkable men have occupied the see, and the 
author has concentrated upon their personalities, around which he has built up 
the picture of a refined and cultivated society. For him the mid-cighteenth century 
was the golden age, whose ‘robust manhood’ was followed by a long decline to 
‘the nervous complaisance and the anaemic self-depreciation’ of today. He recognises, 
of course, that there is a reverse side to nineteenth-century coal-getting, but many 
readers will feel with him that the path taken by industrial democracy was not 
inevitable, and that much has been sacrificed to it. All, however, will appreciate 
his character sketches of great churchmen of the calibre of Lightfoot and Westcott.

Italy 
THE WATCH. Carlo Levi. Translated from the Italian by John Farrar. 
Cassell, 15s. 20°3 cm. 300 pages. 
A fresh instalment in the imaginative autobiography of the author of Christ Stopped 
at Eboli, set in the Rome and Naples of 1945, a scene in which the destruction and 
suffering of the war, the bright hopes for a new Italy and the confused struggle 
for power are inextricably blended. The newspaper which the author has come to 
Rome to edit provides a loose framework for his narrative, but his real theme, 
illustrated through a wide range of characters, is the chaos of a national life in which 
for the moment degree has been abolished and the whole social system is in flux. 
Yet Levi’s writing always retains a sure grasp of the physical world so that he can 
present the most fantastic experiences in terms of intimacy and conviction. It is a 
book which vividly re-creates the first scarcely credible impressions of the peace.

U.S.S.R. 
RUSSIA, ABSENT AND PRESENT. Wladimir Weidlé. Translated from 
the French by A. Gordon Smith. Hollis & Carter, 15s. 22-2 cm. 159 pages. 
La Russie Absente et Présente (Paris, 1941) is the first volume of the author’s European 
triptych; the other two being Structure de l'Europe and Valeurs Anglaises. M. Weidlé, 
Professor of the History of Christian Art at the Russian Theological Academy, 
Paris, is the author of The Dilemma of the Arts, a book of European reputation. 
In this essay he takes a wider view of culture as the expression of the human spirit 
which has an intimate influence on the history of any people and says that the culture 
of Russia exists only in relation to a common European tradition. M. Weidlé will 
not countenance the slavophil theory of Russia as a world apart and his conclusion 
is that as long as the present basis of doctrinal and obscurantist education prevails 
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in Russia it will be a country without culture, jeopardising the wider culture of 
the Continent. Russia’s problems are symptomatic of a general European decline 
identified with the lapse from Christianity. (947) 


Norway 
NORTH NORWAY. A History. Frank Noel Stagg. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 
22*2 cm. 205 pages. 16 illustrations. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 

In this first full-length historical account of the considerable area of Norway lying 
north of the 65th parallel, the provinces of Nordland, Troms and Finnmark, 
particular emphasis has been laid on events which were related to world affairs. 
Two chapters supply notes on local history, arranged in guide-book fashion. 
Commander Stagg has devoted his life to strengthening the bonds between the 
North Sea Powers and, in acknowledging this in his foreword, Professor Winsnes 
of Oslo University points out that this book satisfies a long-felt want for both 
Norwegians and others. (948-1) 


Korea 


MISSION TO KOREA. Edgar S. Kennedy. Derek Verschoyle, 16s. 22*2 cm. 
192 pages. 14 illustrations. References. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, a member of the staff of the International Refugee Organisation, was 
seconded to the United Nations in order to investigate the refugee situation in 
Korea. He was faced with the problem of three million homeless, moneyless Koreans 
fleeing both from the communists in the North and the fighting in the South, and 
his picture of the resulting misery and confusion makes serious reading. His own 
official position was not altogether clear and he found himself continually frustrated, 
though by the time he left the situation was gradually becoming more organised. 
He begins his book with a useful summary and critique of events between the 
liberation and the outbreak of war, and ends it with a short general description of 
the country and its history. (951°9) 


Ceylon 
CEYLON. S. D. Bailey. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 168 pages. Map. Tables. 
Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson's University Library) 

A concise summary history of Ceylon specially written for those readers with no 
knowledge of the country, its people, or its problems. It tells briefly of the arrival 
of the Sinhalese and their conversion to Buddhism in the third century B.C. and 
of the Tamil invasions during our medieval period. The story is then carried forward 
through the phases of conquest by successive European powers, down to the 
achievement of independence in 1948. (954°8) 


Israel 


THE NEW STATE OF ISRAEL. Gerald de Gaury. Derek Verschoyle, 
18s. 22°2 cm. 260 pages. 38 illustrations. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Glossary. 
Index. 

This is a useful, factual reference work. Colonel de Gaury describes the political, 

economic and social life of Israel today, beginning with a short historical summary 

from 1918 onwards. He covers many subjects, including the Constitution, the 
political parties, industry, agriculture, finance, and immigration, and his reporting 
is detailed and detached. The interest of the book is enhanced by the author’s under- 
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standing of the fundamental aims of the founders of the new state, and of the enthusiasm 
and determination of the pioneers in attempting to preserve these ideals despite the 
almost insuperable difficulties. (956-94) 


Anglo-Egyptian Sudan 
THE SUDAN QUESTION. The Dispute over the Anglo-Egyptian Con- 
dominium, 1884-1951. Mekki Abbas. Faber, 21s. 22°5 cm. 221 pages. 3 maps. 
Bibliography. Index. (Colonial and Comparative Studies) 
Mekki Abbas is a Sudan Arab. As a Director on the Gezira Board controlling the 
cotton enterprise which is the mainstay of the Sudan’s economy, as a member of 
the Northern Advisory Council, as editor of a political weekly, and as a teacher 
in a Teachers Training College, he has had, at different times, a personal share in the 
developments—educational, economic, political, and constitutional—which have 
brought the Sudan to the threshold of self-government and self-determination. 
Yet, at this moment of crisis in his country’s history, he treats the Sudan Question 
with a scholarly detachment worthy of a Chatham House Study Group. He sets 
the Anglo-Egyptian dispute against its historical background; traces its phases, 
before and after the Sudanese emerged as a third party to it; analyses its elements; 
and describes its effects on the Sudan. A remarkable and fully-documented book, 
essential for students of its subject. (962-4) 


British West Indies 

DEVELOPMENT AND WELFARE IN THE WEST INDIES, 
1951. Sir George Seel for the Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s.6d. 
24°4 cm. 114 pages. 4 illustrations. Paper bound. (Colonial No. 282) 

This annual survey, not of the West Indies as a whole but only of those fields in 

which the Development and Welfare Organisation is active, still affords a particularly 

useful picture of the social and economic life of the islands. Some of the more 

important works advanced—but not of course concluded—during the year have been 

school building in Trinidad, roadbuilding in Honduras, and ‘owner-occupier’ 

housing in Jamaica. (972°9) 


FICTION 
General 
THE RESCUERS. P. B. Abercrombie. Derek Verschoyle, 128.6d. 20°3 cm. 
197 pages. 

This, a first novel and one of the first books to come from a new publisher, is a story 
that searches below the surface of apparently simple appearances. The reader is 
introduced to an outwardly placid young married woman living in London, but 
gradually, through small significant events, the true physical and emotional history 
of this woman and of the group of people whose lives are entangled with hers is 
revealed in a prose sensitive to the infinite variations of which subtle and complex 
personal relations are capable. This is a quiet, but compelling, book. In format, it 
is everything that good book production should be. 


FRESHMAN’S FOLLY. Dacre Balsdon. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
222 pages. 

A slight but extremely entertaining novel of contemporary Oxford, in which 

satire is skilfully blended with romance. The accomplishments, both social and 

physical, of Mr. Balsdon’s undergraduate hero seem to be several degrees larger 

than life, but the background to his exploits, an Oxford adjusting itself with

difficulty to the anomalies of post-war society, is sketched in with plenty of wit 
and assurance. The author’s talent for dialogue enables him to indulge a rich vein 
of fantasy and still carry conviction. 


THE STORIES OF FLYING OFFICER ‘X’. H. E. Bates. Cape, 
10s.6d. 19°6 cm. 190 pages. (Evensford Edition) 
Here in one volume are collected the short stories about the R.A.F. that Mr. Bates 
wrote for newspaper publication as official publicity during the war. They are 
concerned less with machines and operations than with the men involved with 
them—the fighter and bomber pilots whom Mr. Bates observes from the point 
of view of a thorough-going romantic. The further away these stories are from 
realistic reportage the nearer they are to art—but whether these anecdotes are really 
art and not merely interesting examples of utilitarian writing only time will decide. 


THE LAST CREVASSE. R. Frison-Roche. Translated from the French 

by Janet Adam Smith and Nea Morin. Methuen, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
Set in the Swiss alps, this is the story of the love and marriage of a Chamonix guide 
and his French pupil. Life as a professional guide’s wife does not appeal to the French- 
woman: the marriage has problems ending in tragedy. In incident this story far 
from avoids the commonplace: the usual climbs, storms, and brave rescues of 
mountaineering fiction are found here. All the same, the book has a pronounced 
appeal: its strength is in the ‘documentary’ authenticity with which its scenes— 
especially those dealing with the guide’s domestic background—are described. 
The book was first published in Paris in 1948. 


A BUYER’S MARKET. Anthony Powell. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
282 pages. 

This novel continues the story begun in Mr. Powell’s deservedly praised A Question 
of Upbringing. It deals with the 1920s and many of the characters in the earlier book 
appear in this continuation. Indeed, there are rather too many characters, many 
of them introduced into the narrative by what must surely be the most preposterous 
use of coincidence in modern fiction. However, setting aside this serious flaw, this 
book again shows what a splendid writer Mr. Powell is. In leisurely, carefully laid-on 
strokes, he draws a brilliant satirical picture of life as lived by the wealthy in the 
England of thirty years ago. 


ALONE WITH OUR DAY. George Scurfield. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 
19 cm. 223 pages. 

Although the quotation from W. H. Auden at the beginning and the critical 
encomiums on the dust-jacket lead one to expect something very different, this 
second novel is a first-rate adventure yarn that might well have appeared serially 
in a boys’ magazine. It tells how the son of a former British Resident of a fictitious 
Far Eastern monarchy returns to the country on holiday and gets involved in an 
abortive republican revolution. It is written in a style that combines economy with 
terrific punch and descriptive power. Excellent entertainment. 


THE WOMEN ON THE WALL. Wallace Stegner. Hammond, Hammond, 
10s.6d. 20°5 cm. 256 pages. 


Here are eighteen outstandingly good short stories by an American writer; they are 
varied in subject and setting, but all are characterised by the same easy, confident,

striding style and clear observation. Many of the stories have rural backgrounds; 
others are tales of boyhood. But whether he writes of town or country, of adult 
or child, Mr. Stegner always makes his point without overstating it. He has bigness 
with reticence, sophistication with warmheartedness. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
A TIME TO KILL. Geoffrey Household. Michael Joseph, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 
158 pages. 

Mr. Household brings a flair for sophisticated characterisation, an urbane prose style, 
and an easy command of hair-raising narrative to this new story of the adventures 
of the hero of A Rough Shoot. Roger Taine becomes involved with the eccentric 
and somewhat disreputable Pink, who is running a one-man secret service, and is 
on the track of foreign agents attempting to establish foot-and-mouth germs in the 
south of England. When one’s children are kidnapped and held to ransom it is, 
perhaps, ‘a time to kill’ and Taine, caught up in a web of intrigue and violence, 
does not hesitate. 


THE BABY-SNATCHER. Carol Kendall. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 
216 pages. 

Those who enjoyed meeting twelve-year-old Roderick (‘Drawers’) Random in the 
author’s first book The Black Seven will welcome the reappearance here of this 
precocious but engaging young American who plunges helpfully into a mélée of 
kidnapping and murder and acquits himself heroically in the final encounter with 
the killer. Mrs. Kendall brings plenty of humour to lighten her grim theme and 
succeeds in preserving the novelty of so young a ‘detective’ in this second racy 
account of his adventures.

328 pages. 

Set in the heart of the Oxfordshire countryside which forms an integral part of the 
action, Guy and Pauline (first published in 1915) is a love story of unusual charm. 
Determined to prove to his sceptical father that he is a poet, Guy sets up house at 
Plashers Mead and falls in love with the youngest of the Vicar’s three beautiful 
daughters. How love between the two grows with the passing seasons and how it 
affects Pauline’s relations with her family is told with a moving simplicity and great 
psychological understanding. 


THE PAINTED VEIL. W. Somerset Maugham. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
18 cm. 238 pages. Paper bound. 

First published in 1925, The Painted Veil is a penetrating study of an unfaithful wife, 
abandoned by her lover and forced to accompany her husband, a bacteriologist, 
to the heart of a cholera-infested district. Set against a vividly depicted Chinese 
background, every incident in this rather melodramatic story derives, thanks to 
Mr. Maugham’s psychological insight and skill as a narrator, from the characters 
of the protagonists, those of the religious sisters in the French convent in the plague- 
ridden city being drawn with a sympathetic warmth and understanding unusual 
in this author.
